COMPREHENSIVE DEVELOPMENT 
UNDER THE LCC 


THE St. Anne’s Neighbourhood Scheme, which is illustrated in this issue, is 

regarded by the London County Council not as an isolated piece of 
development but as a constructive element in the County Development Plan. 
It will be remembered that the Town and Country Planning Act of 1944 set 
out the procedure for reconstruction areas, whereby a planning authority 
could define a designated area so as to deal comprehensively with blitzed and 
blighted areas. It was under this Act that the LCC created the Stepney- 
Poplar Reconstruction Area, within which St. Anne’s is located, and within 
also is Lansbury, the LCC’s first essay in the reconstruction of a large 
residential area on a full neighbourhood basis. Lansbury was in many respects 
a pioneer venture, and the Festival of Britain gave the LCC the first oppor- 
tunity of bringing to life a number of principles set out in the County of London 
Plan. Here was not just another housing estate, but the first part of a neigh- 
bourhood being built with full community facilities, such as schools, shopping 
centre, churches, and so on. 

Then came the Development Plan of 1951, which followed up the County of 
London Plan with a far more detailed study and presented a broad but definitive 
framework for the development of London over the next 20 years. The 
Development Plan Analysis stated that some 100 areas stood in need of compre- 
hensive treatment, but in fact, owing to the financial liability likely to be 
incurred, only the eight most urgent areas were selected to be dealt with as 
Comprehensive Development Areas under the procedure of the Town and 
Country Planning Act of 1947. 

The programme map of the Development Plan did, however, throw up a 
clear picture of the areas most in need of redevelopment over the County as a 
whole. The eight areas selected included not only the City areas, Stepney- 
Poplar and Bermondsey, which had been designated under the Town and 
Country Planning Act of 1944, but also the South Bank and the Elephant and 
Castle, both areas of special character and interest in terms of urban reconstruc- 
tion. 

The first thing to bear in mind is the scale and complexity of the work of the 
comprehensive redevelopment of blitzed and blighted areas. The Stepney- 
Poplar area, which has St. Anne’s as one of its eleven neighbourhoods, has an 
area of nearly 2,000 acres with a planned population of some 100,000. A 
description of the main proposals was, of course, given in the section of the 
Development Plan Analysis on Comprehensive Development Areas, but as the 
work of implementation has developed new techniques and procedures have been 
evolved which may eventually amount to an original contribution to the art of 
rebuilding of cities. 

It is important to remember that there is a considerable number of developers 
in each area. In a typical neighbourhood, for example, there may be, first, 
the LCC’s own housing, schools, shops and other public buildings, and open 
spaces, roads and drainage; then, the borough council may have large housing 
schemes, in addition to libraries and other development. Besides this are 
the churches, denominational schools, community buildings, public houses 
and other private buildings; then there are the various services, such as gas, 
water, electricity and the general post office. All of these developments have 
to be co-ordinated with each other in time as well as space, and all the different 
buildings, which are all closely related visually, have to be so designed (and 
often by many different architects) that the total effect is one of an urban design 
and not a muddle. It is therefore a complex design process besides being one 
of co-ordination. 

In addition, one of the aims has been to review periodically the areas as a 
whole at a small scale, to ensure that the broad approach is maintained, and to 
check back from studies at different scales, so that zoning on the one hand, and 


E 
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actual building on the other, are fully co-ordinated. For instance, the aim 
is for each neighbourhood within the Comprehensive Development Areas to 
have an overall three-dimensional plan, and as land becomes available for the 
sites within the neighbourhoods the detailed layouts are worked up with the 
various architects in such a way that there is a continuous design process 
running right through from 6 in. scale to working drawings. 


One of the key problems in the evolution of this planning technique is the 
question already referred to, that of time, as well as space. In some cases, such 
as the South Bank, for instance, where development by a number of different 
developers is to take place, and where the actual developers and their architects 
have not all come on the scene, but it is essential to have an overall three- 
dimensional conception, careful studies have to be made to make sure that the 
various building forms suggested make good architectural, as well as sound 
estate management sense. 


In so far as procedures are concerned, the 1947 Act itself made this compli- 
cated enough. The long and often involved procedure under the Act is well 
enough known, and Comprehensive Development Areas have their own 
additional legal complications. But beyond this formal procedure is a complex 
informal liaison process, first with the other divisions of the LCC Architect’s 
Department (and particularly with the housing division), then with the other 
departments of the LCC. Outside the LCC there are many other public bodies 
concerned, most important being the borough councils, but there are also the 
electricity, gas and water undertakings and the General Post Office. Of key 
importance, too, are the private developers, either represented by the chambers 
of commerce or other trade associations, or as individual applicants. The job, 
therefore, is one involving negotiation, co-operation and collaboration, of 
thinking comprehensively at different scales, and of urban design in time as well 
as space. It is a long and sometimes frustrating task, but one that those 
concerned find, we feel sure, infinitely worthwhile.

Notes of the Week 


Bristol City Architect’s Report 


N his report to the City and County 
of. Bristol on the work of his depart- 
ment for the twelve months ended March 





31, 1956, Mr. Nelson Meredith, FRIBA, 
states that he anticipates a contraction in 
building work which should ensure a 
better balance between the volume of 
work in progress and the available build- 
ing labour force. He reports, however, 
seventeen vacancies in the middle APT 
staff grades which it has not been possible 
to fill with suitably qualified persons, 
despite repeated advertising. These vacan- 
cies represent 17 per cent. of the archi- 
tectural establishment. 


The cost of the architectural work of 
the department for the year (including 
the appropriate. proportion. of . adminis- 
trative charges) was £98,645, the aggre- 
gate amount paid to building contractors 
being. £4,087,692. The new quantity 
surveying section has been in operation 
for two years and its cost for the year 
(including the appropriate proportion of 
administrative charges) was £8,948. Mr. 
Meredith states that if this work had bee 
carried out by private quantity surveyors 
the fees would have been not less than 
£17,952 plus travelling expenses and 
lithography. The report includes some 
illustrations of current work. 


Artist- Engineers

Building for Dollars 


THE BRITISH BUILDING INDUSTRY, as 
part of its contribution to the export 
drive, carries out annually a considerable 
amount of building and civil engineering 
work abroad. In 1954-55 over £70 million 
worth of building was done, mostly but 
not all in the sterling area. In the com- 
parable period ended March last £87 mil- 
lion worth was executed, and the value 
of contracts in the dollar and non-sterling 
areas had risen very considerably, being 
nearly £13 million as against £4.5 million 
in 1954-55. 


Figures for work now in hand were 
referred to by Mr. Low, Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, when he opened 
on Tuesday an exhibition ‘ Britain Builds 
for the World,’ organised at Charing 
Cross Underground Station by the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers in conjunction with the 
Ministry of Works. The figures show an 
impressive rise to £110 million of which 
over £38 million worth is being carried 
out in the dollar and non-sterling areas, 
and as such indicate the important con- 
tribution which British builders are 
making redressing the adverse balance 
of tirade. 


The work, shown in the exhibition by 
an excellently arranged collection of 
photographs, is varied ; housing in USA 
an’ factory estate development in Van- 
co.ver are side by side with hospitals 
in South Africa and a dry dock in 
Karachi. Much of the work is carried 
ou: under conditions which differ con- 
sid rably from those prevailing in Great 
Br ain, and which call for enterprise 
an personal initiative. Moreover, this 
¢o: tribution is being made at a time 
wh'n the building industry is carrying 
ou an annual programme of construction 





in the United Kingdom of over £1,800 
million. 

The exhibition, open from 10 a.m. to 
8 p.m. until October 9, offers significant 
evidence of the contribution being made 
by British builders at home and abroad. 

The chair at the opening ceremony 
was taken by Mr. Nigel Hannen, Presi- 
dent NFBTE, and the Minister was 
thanked by Mr. F. Leslie Wallis, OBE, 
who drew attention to opportunities open 
in building overseas for enterprising 
youth. 


USA Architecture Exhibition 


ONE OF the most important architec- 
tural exhibitions held in recent years at 
The Museum of Modern Art, New 
York—Built in USA: Post-War Architec- 
ture—will be shown at the Building 
Centre, London, from September 27 until 
October 13. The exhibition consists of 
43 buildings selected by Henry-Russell 
Hitchcock, the historian of modern archi- 
tecture, as the most significant examples 
of architecture in the United States since 
1945. 

Among the buildings shown are Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s Helio-Laboratory in 
Racine, Wisconsin, Mies van der Rohe’s 
new apartment buildings at Lake Shore- 
drive, Chicago; the UN _ Secretariat 
designed by Wallace K. Harrison with a 
board of consultants; Lever House in 
New York designed by Skidmore, Owings 
and Merrill, and the General Motors 
Technical Center in Detroit, designed by 
Saarinen and Associates. 


Harrogate Conference Findings 


IN OUR ISSUE of August 31 there were 
published some notes which had appeared 
in the RIBA Journal for August, develop- 
ing points made at the British Architects’ 
Conference at Harrogate, 1955. We are 
asked to make clear that these notes were 
in no way an Official report of the Joint 
Consultative Committee but were in the 
nature of a statement for the information 
of RIBA members, based on the findings 
of the Joint Consultative Committee and 
the other committees concerned. 


Bristol Building Bureau 


THE pilot scheme of the Bristol Build- 
ing Bureau has now closed. During the 
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six and a half weeks it was open, it was 
visited by over three thousand architeets 
and building technicians, writes the Direc- 
tor, Mr. R. Moxley, ARIBA. Fifty-six 
manufacturers and service organisations 
contributed displays. The Ministry of 
Works and the RIBA provided special 
exhibitions. 


The pilot scheme has established, says 
the Director, that there is a genuine need 
for a Bureau in Bristol. To this end the 
committee proposes to make itself more 
representative and to open a permanent 
bureau in larger premises as soon as pos- 
sible. 
Visit to Italy 

A VisiT to Italy has been arranged by 
the Joint Committee on Structural Con- 
crete, with the object of showing British 
architects and engineers something of the 
work being done to-day in that country, 
against the historic and artistic back- 
ground of Italy. 


In Milan the party will see the famous 
skyscraper, as well as many other not- 
able new blocks of flats and offices, an 
underground parking garage, churches, 
factories, housing schemes and a recently 
extended stadium. In Florence there is a 
new prestressed concrete bridge as well 
as low-cost housing to be visited. Genoa 
will be reached by coach from Florence 
and on the way the party will visit Pro- 
fessor P. L. Nervi’s much-photographed 
boat-house at San Michele di Pagana. 
After visiting work in Genoa they will 
continue to Milan and spend there the re- 
mainder of the week. with visits to the 
other towns. Travel to and from Milan 
will be by air, leaving on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 30, and returning on Saturday. 
October 6. Details from the Joint Com- 
mittee at Terminal House, Grosvenor 
Gardens, London, SWI.

A Symposium on the Direction of 
Research Establishments is to be held at 
the National Physical Laboratory, 
Teddington, from September 26 to Sep- 
tember 29.

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i deg site chosen for the Institute of Pathology and 
Regional Blood Transfusion Centre at Newcastle 
General Hospital was limited to .95 acres and lies imme- 
diately to the south of the Gynaecological Ward and 
between this ward and the old hospital. It is bounded on 
the west by a minor public road and the site is conveniently 
situated in relation to the medical wards of the hospital 
and to the main road. The site was, in part, occupied by 
the Department of Hospital Pathology, and a Roman 
Catholic Chapel. The erection of the new building 
involved the demolition of both buildings, and was so 
phased that the Hospital Pathology Service continued on 
this site until the department was re-accommodated in the 
new building. The chapel was also retained until it was 
temporarily accommodated in the basement of the north 
wing of the new building. 


When a site survey was made, it was found that there 
were a large number of service pipes and drains serving 
the adjoining buildings and these have had to be diverted 
to clear the site for the new building. The re-routing of 
these services and drains to the existing buildings, together 
with additional services and drains for the new building 
and certain other site work, was done under an initial 
site works contract. 


Structure.—The preliminary designs for the structural 
framework assumed that it might be possible to use the 
external walls as load bearing, and have only two 
internal rows of columns. However, it was later decided 
that certain defence precautions should be taken, and this 
building was classed as category ‘ C,’ and it was for this 
reason that the heavy superload on the ground floor 
entailed a slab thickness of 74 in. solid concrete. 


It was decided to use a reinforced concrete frame and 
solid reinforced concrete floors. The bottom storey of the 
building forms a semi-basement, the retaining walls of 
which are constructed in solid reinforced concrete with a 
minimum thickness of 12in. The underside of this 
basement floor is approximately 6 ft. below the ground 
level and the foundations for the columns are a further 
3 ft. in depth. 

The basement floor is approximately 2 ft. below the 
maximum water level recorded in the trial holes, and is

therefore designed to resist the upward hydrostatic 
pressure; this is the principal reason for using a 12 in. 
thickness. The whole of the basement is tanked with 
asphalt laid horizontally on a 4 in. thickness of concrete 
blinding between the foundations and vertically against 
a wall constructed in 4 in. precast concrete blocks. 





North elevation 


The main floor slabs are approximately square panels, 
and therefore in order to take advantage of the economy 
of spanning the reinforcement in each of two directions 
they were constructed in solid in situ concrete; this also 
assisted in designing the main floor beams as T-beams 
and provided a better fixing for the heating coils. 

The corridor slab spans parallel to the length of the 
corridor in order that a duct opening can be left for the 
complete length of each bay of 13 ft. 6 in. between the 
cross beams. In order to give as much room as possible 
for services beneath the corridor slab, this beam is not 
designed continuous with the floor beams, and is raised 
4 in. in level above them. 

In order to make provision for service pipes and 
ducts in the floors foam slag light-weight concrete to 
a depth of 6in. has been laid on the structural slab 
to take the floor finishes. 

Services : Careful considera- 
tion has been given to the 
method of distributing the ser- 
vices within the building and 
also to the method of waste 
disposal. On one side of the 
central corridors there is a 
double wall punctured only by 
doors into the rooms. This 
double wall forms continuous 
vertical ducts running from 
basement to roof level containing 
all service mains and main 
drainage. (The spaces not re- 
quired for ducts have been used 
for general and coat locker 
storage.) 

The heating of the building 
is by a radiant panel heating 
system with coils embedded in 
the concrete ceilings. The tubes 
are 4 in. at 6 in. c/c connected 
to headers in the service ducts. 
The connections to the panels 
are fitted with valves which are 
easily accessible in the ducts. 

Electricity.—Incoming supply

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of electricity is from one independent 240/415 volt 3-phase 
50 cycles cable. A small hand-controlled petrol-driven 
generator is provided to maintain supply to selected lighting 
and refrigerator points which cannot be allowed to fail. 
These essential points are normally connected to the main 
supply but in the event of failure they can be transferred 
to the generator at a central control point. 


Lighting.—Fluorescent lighting was not generally 
favoured and is used only to a very limited extent. Fittings 
giving the best lighting characteristics of the white opal 
glassware range were used, making it possible to achieve 
an average level of illumination of the order of 8 to 10 ft. 
candles in laboratories, offices, etc., without recourse to 
very big lamps or an excessive number of fittings. Ample 
provision is made for bench lights and table lights to be 
added as required. 


Apart from services for specific machinery, the socket 
outlets needed have been divided into two categories, 
(a) lighting for bench and desk lights, microscope lights, 
etc.: these points are fitted with 2 amp. 3-pin switch 
sockets up to eight of which are connected to a 15-amp. 
lighting fuseway ; (6) Power for all appliances requiring 
up to 13 amps (3.1 kW).: these points are fitted with 
13 amp. flat pin fused plug switch sockets. up to eight of 
which are connected to a 30-amp. power fuseway.

HE Broadway Hall of Residence, which has 
recently been erected at the junction of the 
Broadway and Priory-road, Dudley, was com- 
missioned by the Training College Council. It 
provides accommodation for 63 women students and 
three resident staff at a cost of approximately £65,000. 
The site is triangular in shape with its apex to the 
south facing towards the approach from the town. 
In designing the building an attempt has been made 
not only to provide an economical and well arranged 
hostel, but also to obtain an imposing building which 
would fit in with the domestic character of the adjoin- 
ing property, and at the same time hold its own on 
such an open and prominent site. 

The building has a curved frontage facing south 
towards the junction of the two roads with two wings, 
one facing on to the Broadway and the other on to 
Priory-road; it is four storeys in height. To relieve 





the comparatively plain fagade a decorative porte 
cochére has been placed to mark the main entrance. 
The roof of this porch is surmounted by an emblem 
depicting the college crest. This is a bronze casting 
modelled by Alan Bridgwater of Birmingham and 
presented by the E. J. Thompson Trust. It was 
exhibited at this year’s Royal Academy. 

The whole of the ground floor is given over to 
communal rooms and individual sitting-rooms. These 
comprise a common room, recreation room, dining- 
room, with kitchen, etc., school practice room, 
piano practice rooms, warden’s room, matron’s room 
and staff sitting-room. 

There are 21 study-bedrooms on each of the three 
upper floors. Each study-bedroom, 10 ft. 6 in. by 
10 ft. 6 in., is provided with a built-in wardrobe, 
store cupboards, a lavatory basin, panel electric 
fire, divan bed, desk, book shelves and two chairs. 
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In addition there is a suite of two rooms , a a oe

The concave conical roof is covered 
with copper. 


All internal walls, except those in the 
basement, are plastered. Upper floors 
are covered with cork tiles, dining- 
room, common room, recreation room 
and corridors are of wood block, hall 
of terrazzo, kitchen of quarries, with 
cork tiles in the remaining rooms. An 
aerated screed has been used under all 
finishes to floors and flat roofs. 


A low-pressure hot water installation 
provides heating to all communal 
rooms and corridors, and gives back- 
ground heat to the study bedrooms.

Planned under the direction of Dr. J. L. Martin, 
FRIBA, architect to the LCC, the neighbourhood is 
located at the southernmost end of an extensive belt 
of open space which links with Victoria Park and 
terminates in Brickfield-gardens in the centre of the 
neighbourhood. It is bounded on the east by Burdett- 
road, on the south-east by Limehouse-cut, on the south 
by Commercial-road, and on the west by the railway 
and the Grand Union Canal. 


The terrain is almost flat, although there is a very 
slight slope from north to south, and part of the 
neighbourhood appears to have once been used as 
a brickfield, with the excavated area filled in with 
surplus bricks and covered with a thin layer of soil. 
This created foundation problems for some of the new 
blocks, and piling has been entailed. 


Stage Reconstruction 


The scheme’s initial proposals have been based on 
the conception that the height of the buildings would 
be kept low with a number of contrasting high build- 
ings in the various groups, and that the layout should 
be in the form of a series of squares linked by roads. 


It has been decided to carry out the reconstruction in 
four stages. In the first stage (already started), about 


two-thirds of the neighbourhood will be rebuilt and 
housing provided for about 1,630 persons. (The 
ultimate population will be about 2,200 persons.) 
Also provided will be a shopping centre, and St. Anne’s 
C of E primary school for 320 children, a district 
office and maintenance depot for the Council, and about 
24 acres of public open space. 

Stage 1 development can be divided into five 
groups: 

Group A: This site is bounded on the north by 
Clemence-street, on the east by a service road between 
Group A and Group B, on the south by Dora-street and 
on the west by Rhodeswell-road. The group com- 
prises three blocks of flats, forming three sides of a 
square. The northernmost block is five storeys in 
height: the others three storeys. A sunken terrace is 
proposed in the south-east corner, which will be paved 
except for flower beds, and seats will be provided. 
This group includes an existing five-storey block of 
flats known as Dora House, belonging to Stepney BC. 
The group will provide 64 flats. 

Group B is on a site bounded by Clemence-street 
on the north, a new major open space on the east, 
Brickfield-gardens on the south and on the west by the 
service road between Group A and Group B. 

The group comprises an eight-storey block and a 
three-storey block, the two blocks being approximately 
at right-angles to one another. The eight-storey 
block has been designed to take advantage of a pro- 
posed open space extension on the eastern side and a 
substantial area of local amenity open space formed 
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These layout plans show the stages in the proposed 
development of St. Anne’s neighbourhood. The main 
features indicated by numerals, are as follows :— 


1 Empire Memorial Hostel. 

2 LCC District Office and Depot. 

3 Our Lady RC Primary and Nursery School. 
4 St. Anne’s CE Primary School. 

5 Edinburgh Castle Mission (Methodist). 

6 Nursery School. 

7 Dora House. 

8 Salmon Lane Lock House. 

9 Brickfield gardens. 
10 Temporary Cycle Track. ULTIMATE LAYOUT

by the angle of the two blocks. The 
living-rooms of the eight-storey block 
have a south-western aspect over the local 
amenity open space, while the three-storey 
flats look out over Brickfield-gardens. 
The central feature of the landscaping 
scheme will be a children’s play sculp- 
ture set in a sandpit in front of the 
eight-storey block. The sculpture will 
be in the form of a ‘ Gulliver’ 
reclining figure, over and through which 
children crawl, slide and swing. It will be 
constructed on the site in concrete over a 
metal framework. The accommodation 
provided will comprise 80 flats. 

Group C has a site bounded by Dora- 
street, Brickfield-gardens, Rhodeswell- 
road, and on the south by a new road and 
St. Anne’s primary school. This group 
is distinguished from the others by the 


inclusion of terraces of two-storey houses 
of the four-bedroom type. The other 
types in the group are three-storey flats. 

The accommodation will comprise 42 
flats and 32 house:3. 

Group D : The site is bounded by Brick- 
field-gardens, St. Anne’s Primary School, 
and the industrial zone on the south and 
east. This group is arranged in the form 
of a square, the main feature of which is 
an eight-storey block on the northern side. 
The other three blocks are four-storey 
maisonettes with private gardens of vary- 
ing sizes. About 56 flats and 80 houses 
will be provided in this group. 

Group E is bounded by Salmon-lane, 
Rhodeswell-road, and the proposed site of 
St. Anne’s CE primary school. This is 
a small group forming a link between the 
northern end of the shopping centre and

the proposed primary school. It consists 
of two three-storey blocks set at right- 
angles to one another and linked with a 
staircase unit. The accommodation is 
likely to comprise 24 flats. 

The remaining housing developmet, 
to be carried out at a later stage, \ ‘ill 
include a 15-storey point block and ot ier 
blocks of three storeys. Salmon-lane sh: \p- 
ping centre and market will include 24 sh: ps 
with maisonettes above, and three pu! lic 
houses. 

The ultimate scheme also indicate: a 
proposed church to replace the Edinbu gh 
Castle Methodist Mission in Rhodesw :II- 
road, It is suggested that it should cc n- 
prise a rectangular building with the chu ch 
in the centre and committee rooms ¢<nd 
ancillary accommodation surrounding it. 
Among the schools proposed are the St. 
Anne’s Church of England primary schc 51; 
and Our Lady RC school. A separ.ite 
nursery school will be provided at he 
unction of Galt-street and Dora-strcet. 


Maintenance Depot 


The Council will erect in the first stage 
a combined maintenance depot and <is- 
trict office for the housing management 
Department. At a later stage it is intended 
to redevelop the area to the north and west 
with additional commercial buildings. 

The materials selected for those buildings 
to be erected in Stage 1 include stock 
bricks for the cottages and the three-storey 
flats. The cottage roofs will be felt- 
covered; the flats having low-pitched alu- 
minium covered roofs with rendered panels 
on the balcony recesses. The four- and five- 
storey flats will have dark multi-facing 
brick for their cross-walls and flank 
walls, their panel walls being in_ lilac 
Uxbridge Flints. 

The eight-storey block will be of rein- 
forced concrete construction with dark 
multi-facing brick for the flank walls and 
lilac Uxbridge Flints for the panels. Dark 
multi-facing bricks will be used for the 
flank and cross-walls of the shops, the 
panels being of stocks and the roofs of 
slate. The three-storey offices of the 
district office and maintenance depot 
will be steel-framed with aluminium 
glazed curtain walling and stock brick 
flank walls. The single-storey buildings 
will be in stock brick. 

A variety of types of paving materials 


"will be used for the landscaping, including 


tar-paving, bricks, concrete slabs, etc. 
Planting will be carried out as far as 
possible as soon as each block is completed. 
The planning of the neighbourhood 
unit and the constructional work are under 
the direction of the Architect to the Council 
Dr. J. L. Martin, FRIBA, assisted by :

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SWISS HOLIDAY 


1. Point of Departure 
By PETER F. CODLING, ARIBA, NPDip 


\W HEN on what must be one of the 

finest days in August the sun 
gleamed on the exciting yellow brick and 
gla:s sides of Churchill-gardens, Pimlico- 
anc the train rumbles quickly over the 
Thames, I wondered why I should be 
lea’'ing London to visit Switzerland 
agein. A hurried last minute pack of 
uni amiliar camping gear and an overhaul 
of »ur semi-retired bicycles, and we cast 
hea Jlong into our holiday travel, 

The train passes quickly through South 
Ea‘: London, past the innumerable 
subirban gardens and then through 
Sev:noaks and Tonbridge past mellow 
tile hung walls until finally the Downs 
fini h in a series of bumps which termin- 
ate in Folkestone. The beach is small at 
hig water and concealed by people, and 
the sea and the Dover cliffs sparkle and 
gle: m in their best nostalgic manner. Our 
bic: cles are lifted on board and after a 
sho t interval the steamer leaves for 
Calis. Here the process is repeated in 
rev.rse and we board a through train to 
Bas 1. Customs formalities are dealt 
wit, on the train, but the official does 
not attach a very great importance to 
them and as we fumble for our passports 
she »asses on down the train. 

I have a very clear recollection of a 
previous tortuous journey through France 
when the train was draughty, cold and 
empty, and every stop a_ terminus 
equipped with clanging bells and eager 
loudspeakers, and so on this occasion 
we firmly occupied a complete compart- 
ment and made every provision for a 
comfortable trip. 


Broken Buildings 


The first part of the journey out of 
Calais is very depressing and one is glad

the train passes quickly. Broken build- 
ings and desolate spaces offer no sign 
cf human care since wartime devastation. 
Even farms and fields seem to echo the 
impression of inertia. Presently the 
pattern changes and gives appearance of 
a more steady unbroken way of life. This 
gradually merges with the darkness and 
we draw down the blinds and endeavour 
not to wake until the morning light and 
Basel. 


The train entering Basel traverses a 
steep-sided cutting above which stand 
regularly spaced blocks of four and five- 
storey flats set at right angles to the track. 
They are clean and fresh with much 
green planting about the buildings, and 
though not in themselves architecturally 
exciting immediately recall the neat and 


beautifully constructed 
model of the town 
planner. 


At 6.30 in the morning 
Basel already begins to fill 
with people. We collected 
our bicycles, loaded our 
baggage, breakfasted ‘at 
the station and rode off 
through moderate rain 
to find our first camping 
site. We were soon to find 
that only in one place in 
Basel is camping per- 
mitted, and it was at this 
place we eventually 
arrived. A long strip of 
grass about 30 ft. wide 
borders a swiftly running 
river in the Lange Erlan 
Park close to the NW 
frontier entrance to Ger- 
many. Drinking water and 
toilet facilities are pro- 
vided, and the site was in 
constant use by campers 
travelling by car, scooter 
and bicycle, the greater 
proportion stopping only 
one night before passing 
farther into Switzerland. 


A Dramatic Impression 


During a visit to Basel two years ago, 
I had visited many of the famous modern 
Swiss buildings, which have already been 
adequately illustrated by photographs, 
books and exhibitions. I had also seen a 
little of still finer newly completed build- 
ings and some nearing completion and it 
was to these I first went. Most dramatic 
of these impressions was that of the 
Schweizerische Reedereidock building in 
the Rheinhafen. Constructed of mono- 
lithic reinforced concrete it contains a 
triple run gantry, each having a span of 
54 ft. The total length of the building is 
810 ft. and from the air it dominates all 
the other buildings of the Rheinhafen. 
The three covered gantries are canti- 
levered 108 ft. out over the ranks of 
barges moored in the dock. From the 
lower flange of the great I-section beams, 
fast-moving electric gantries unload the 
barges direct to railway trucks, several 
rows of which are able to pass directly 
across the centre portion of the building. 
From the side of one of the slender 
supporting columns a small steel and glass 
cabin is projected out over the dock 
where it controls the operation of the 
dockside trains and gantries. The light 
steel access stair to the cabin acts as a 
strut from the base of the column. It 
appears almost too delicate in contrast 
with the great concrete mass of the dock 
building. The building was designed by 
the distinguished engineer A. Aegerter, 
who was also responsible for the engineer- 
ing work of the Birsfelden Power Station 
which I shall describe later. The archi- 
tects were Braiinig and Diirig (Basel). 


Also of monolithic concrete but of 
completely different conception is the 
great Goetheanum building which stands 
on a hill-side above the village of 
Dornach some eight miles SW of Basel. 
It is a central building of the Anthro- 
posophical Movement founded by 
Rudolf Steiner and was built in the 
1930’s. The technique is quite individual 
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and has been described as * Expres- 
sionist.’ It is said that seeing, one either 
understands or does not understand but 
that there should be no symbolic explana- 
tion—a philosophy which renders any 
adverse criticism somewhat negative. 

When, however, one walks round the 
great podium promenade and looks up at 
the clean curving masses of natural 
shuttered concrete, or stands in the great 
auditorium, it is impossible not to sense 
the great power of the work. So, too, 
from the main staircase hall where one 
looks south down the valley, or at a 
higher level at the red glass window, 2 ft. 
3 in. thick with its central Christus deeply 
ground and etched. 

Unfortunately the main auditorium 
was in process of alterations and the side 
glass windows had been removed, but 
we were able to see a dramatically 
modelled room on the lower floor in 
which stood a wood sculpture, like some 
gigantic primeval temple piece built up 
to some 25 ft.-30 ft. high, with laminated 
wood and dominated by a freestanding 
Christus. Had it been completed it was 
to have stood at the east end of the 
original Goetheanum building which was 
unfortunately destroyed by fire.

slates; walls: shutter-finish concrete. 


A surrounding cluster of small houses, 
largely copyist and somewhat grotesque, 
do much to offset the grandeur of the 
Goetheanum, which although not beauti- 
ful and capable of being disliked 
intensely, yet demands to be visited. 


Use of Laminated Wood 


From a high window in the Goethea- 
num I had seen an arched timber truss 
building near the village of Aesch and it 
was this I next visited. Laminated wood 
had again been used, but this time to 
produce calculated engineering sections. 
Nine trusses at 17 ft. 6 in. centres pro- 
vided a clear svan of 62 ft. 4 in. for an 
open-sided timber store. Each truss con- 
sisted of two built-up ribs curved over to 
meet in the centre with a clear height of 
45 ft. Each was mounted in steel shoes 
bolted to a concrete pad, and alternate 
bays had steel cross braced straining 
wires. 24 ft. up the sides of the trusses 
was fixed a laminated section gantry rail 
from which operated a travelling gantry, 
also, with the exception of its moving 
parts, built up from glued wood sections.

I later found frequent use 
made of this teciinique. 

On returning to our camp 
we were Surprised to see the 
variety and general excellence 
of the tents which had 
appeared in our absence. 
Many possessed fly sheets 
and all looked thoroughly 
waterproof. Our own, though 
able to resist heavy dews, 
could not for long offer a 
similar resistance to pro- 
longed rainfall. This 
somewhat serious handicap 
eventually caused us to strike 
our camp in the middle of a 
storm, an experience which 
led to our always siting our 
tent near to some form of 
permanent shelter. 


Hydro-Electric Station 
One of the finest of the new buildings 


in Basel is the Birsfelden hydro-electric 
station of which Prof. D. H. Hoffman 
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Wood store at Aesch, built entirely of laminated timber sections. 
rugated asbestos fixed on laminated purlins. 
shoes set on concrete pads 


(Zurich) was the architect and A. Acger- 
ter and Dr. O. Bosshardt (Basel) the 
engineers. 

Five large weirs have been constructed 
across the Rhine on the east side of the 
city with a wide public footbridge span- 
ning the downstream side. A series of 
eleven Y-shaped trusses support two 
travelling gantries traversing the length of 
the power station, and from the tons of 
the trusses a series of low-pitched, cop- 
per-clad reinforced concrete ‘ butterfly’ 
roofs span the width of the building. Both 
long side walls between the trusses are 
completely glazed, that on the down- 
stream side being only 3 ft. 6 in. above 
the pedestrian way outside. 

Inside, the power station houses only 
four large circular dynamo casings, the 
gantries above and on one end wall an 
observation balcony which is approached 
from the outside by a helical stair formed 
of precast reinforced concrete treads. On 
the opposite wall to the observation 
balcony and asymmetrically placed is a 
large clock face some 24 ft. in diameter.

Accent on Colour 

The dominating impression of space 
and cleanliness is accentuated by the 
colour. The dynamo casings are deep 
blue, the pattern of suspended ceiling 
lights chrome yellow and the clock hands 
anc the front face of the balcony vivid 
red. All else is white with floor areas a 
lar:e red quarry tile. Two spacious stair 
wel's lead down into the turbine’ rooms 
below. 

Externally the concrete surfaces are 
painted a light olive green with recessed 
lines of white accentuating the Y-forma- 
tion of the structure and underlining the 
angled soffits of the roof. The adjacent 
control and workshop buildings are of 
stimulating design, the workshop having 








a bold pattern of twenty seven 4 ft. dia- 
meter windows on each long side. It 
seemed unfortunate that the design of the 
casings of the weir control piers should 


use the same circular window motif as — 


two ‘ eyes’ to each pier and that each pier 


should have a ‘butterfly’ roof. They 


would have been better for a simpler 
expression. 

At night tube lighting contained under 
the aluminium handrail casing illuminates 
the footpath bridge and the main work- 
shop is lit by concealed lighting on the 
gantry rails. 
whole building appears to float lightly 
across the water. 

There is much else to see in Basel— 
the recently completed Transport Build- 
ing on Aeschengraben (Hermann Bauer), 
the new buildings for Messrs Geigy by 
the north station, the just completed 
church of Sacré Coeur and many others. 
It was with the determination to make a 
further visit to this beautiful city that we 
left for Solothurn.

Cardiff City Architect 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GiR,—It would appear that all that has 

been achieved after years of 
endeavour to persuade the Cardiff City 
Council to fall into line with the more 
enlightened authorities at Swansea and 
Newport (Mon.) is to change the title of 
the job of Chief Architectural Assistant 
to City Architect. 

One is tempted to ask when is a City 
Architect not a City Architect? ; the 
answer is certainly—when the city is 
Cardiff. It might be superficially attrac- 
tive to potential candidates to contem- 
plate the enjoyment of a more exalted 
title but in fact the job is no more than 
Chief Architectural Assistant under the 
City Engineer. The City Council are 
mistaken if they believe that this device 
wiil settle the controversy ; fundamentally 
the position is unchanged and the present 
move is recognised as a manoeuvre by the 
capital city of Wales to obtain the ser- 
vices of a nominal City Architect at a 
lower salary than that which the Joint 


Negotiating Committee lays down they ~ 


should pay for a real City Architect. 

The title of ‘City Architect” in every 
other case applies to an architect chief 
ofiicer in control. of a separate depart- 
ment, and the strongest possible objection 
is taken to the depreciation of this 
stendard by Cardiff. Candidates of the 
required sense of responsibility will not 
be deceived by the misnomer.

What is the Use of Registration ? 
To the Editor of The Builder 


\IR,—May I, as a layman who regu- 

larly reads The Builder with much 
interest and pleasure, express the hope 
thet Mr. Frank Lloyd Wright will resist 
the efforts (reported in your last number) 
of the Arizona State Authorities to tidy 


up their files by trying to force him to 
become a State Registered Architect ? 

Registration may have its uses, but 
they are not easy to see in the case of 
some professions. The title Registered 
Architect implies to the layman that the 
registered person is thoroughly competent 
to design and supervise the erection of 
all types of structures. But is this so? 
A young man leaving school, and with 
a memory good enough to pass an exami- 
nation, may become registered, and 
in the eyes of the public at once acquires 
the same status as a thoroughly experi- 
enced man. Few of them will have the 
opportunity to practise as principals but 
will spend their lives making drawings 
or calculating stresses on the instructions 
of their principals. Slickness in making 
drawings or using a slide-rule, or using 
the tables in handbooks, does not make 
an architect. 

Long experience is the greatest asset 
of anyone concerned with the design of

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structures. Terms such as ‘ Registered 
Architect’ give no indication of the 
amount of experience of people entitled 
so to style themselves. 

The: assumption behind the registration 
idea is that all men (except architects ! ) 
are fools and need protecting by making | 
available a list of registered professional 
people, any one of whom may, by im- 

lication, be employed with equal con- 
nce for any kind of building. But 
this is obviously far from the case. 
Registration merely indicates that a man 
has had some training in a profession, 
and gives no indication of his ability to 
apply what he has been taught or to deal 
competently with affairs of business. 

It would be much more in the public 
interest if designatory letters were used 
to indicate that an architect had been 
responsible for a prescribed number of 
satisfactory structures that had stood for 
twenty years without needing extensive 
repairs. Indeed it seems to me to be very 
unfair that a young man straight from 
the examination room should be given 
the same apparent standing as a 
thoroughly experienced man—unfair to 
the public and unfair to the experienced 


architect.

It is the desire of the President, 
Sir Albert E. Richardson, KCVO, PRA, 
and the Council to encourage member- 
ship of all qualified to be recognised as 
experienced surveyors, especially those 
with practical knowledge. 

There remains, of course, need for 
members of other Associations to sub- 
mit application in the appropriate man-

Training the Industry’s Managers 


R. R. W. PORTER, MBE, Director, 
Eastern Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, will deliver a paper on

BOOK 


PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF PLANNING, 
COMPULSORY PURCHASE AND RATING LAw. 
By M. R. R. Davies, PhD, LL.M, DPA, 
Barrister-at-Law, Lecturer in Law in the 
University of Leeds. (London: Butter- 
worth and Co. (Publishers) Ltd., 1956.) 
xliv and 293 and (index) 28pp., 40s. net. 


THIS BOOK is designed not only to assist 
students entering for the Solicitors’ Final 
Examination but also to provide a com- 
prehensive account of the matters set out 
in the title together with a description of 
the practice and procedure of the Lands 
Tribunal. 

Half the book deals with the intricacies 
of Town and Country Planning, and will be 
of great value to anyone concerned in the 
development of property; in particular the 
chapter of examples of the way actual 
appeals have been dealt with by the 
Minister will be found most useful. This 
part also includes special chapters on New 
Towns and on the Preservation of Trees, 
Buildings and Ancient Monuments. The 
usefulness of Part II, which deals with the 
compulsory acquisition of land, is also 
increased by the many actual examples 
quoted. However, it is unfortunate that 
being written for December 14, 1955, it 
should include, as an authority on whether 
future liability for Income Tax should be 
considered when assessing compensation for 
loss of prospective business profits, the 
Court of Appeal decision in W. Rought 
Ltd. v. W. Suffolk CC when, in view of 
their decision in British Transport Com- 
mission v. Gourley (given December 8, 
1955) the House of Lords were certain to 
reverse it. 

The two final sections, on Rating and on 
the Lands Tribunal, are also admirably con- 
cise and easy to read, and the book is com- 


pleted by a comprehensive index. As the 
table of contents is also drawn up in con- 
siderable detail, this is a work in which it 
is an easy matter to find quickly any parti- 
cular point in spite of its enormous range. 
Altogether a book in which any person 
dealing with the law of property, whether 
directly or incidentally to some other 
occupation, will find much to assist him.

SCHOOL BUILDING 
CURTAILMENT 


‘ Accommodation Cannot be Met’ 


THE EFFECT of the recent decision of the 
Minister of Education of a general curtail- 
ment of school building and the postpone- 
ment of starting dates for new schools in 
the 1957-58 building programme was dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the North Riding 
Education Committee on September 11. 

Alderman R. S. Butterfield, of Haxby, 
from the chair, suggested that plans for 
new schools should be proceeded with, and 
said, ‘We should put overselves in a position 
where we can say we are ready to begin, 
and only the Minister’s sanction is neces- 
sary’ to make an immediate start. If we 
do not obtain sanction the committee will 
not be to blame if children cannot be 
admitted to school at the proper time or if 
they have to be put on to half-time 
schooling.’ 

He said that while the committee had 
asked for approval of a £700,000 school 
building programme for 1957-58, the Minis- 
ter had so far approved only £108,000, and 
he went on. ‘The Education Act requires 
us to provide sufficient accommodation to 
meet the county’s needs. We cannot meet 
them with a programme of £108,000 for the 
next financial year.’ 
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KENT MOTOR ROAD REJECTED 
BY TRANSPORT MINISTER 


Separate By-passes Chosen 


HE suggestion for a central motor road 
through Kent, put forward by A. E. 
Reed and Co., Ltd., of the Reed Paper 
Group, Aylesford, as a single alternative to 
the Maidstone by-pass and the Medway 
towns by-pass, has been rejected by Mr. 
Harold Watkinson, the Minister of Trans- 
port and Civil Aviation. 

The Ministry of Transport announced on 
September 11 that the Minister had con- 
sidered the representations in favour of the 
construction of a north Kent single motor- 
way following the line of the chalk escarp- 
ment, instead of the separate by-passes for 
the Medway towns and for Maidstone, Ley- 
bourne, and Ditton, which were supported 
by the Kent County Council and the other 
local authorities. After consulting Mr. 
Heathcoat Amory, Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, Mr. Watkinson had 
decided in principle in favour of the separate 
by-passes. 

It is intended that the Medway towns by- 
pass will by-pass Rochester, Chatham, Gil- 
lingham, Sittingbourne, and Faversham. It 
will lie to the south of the existing London- 
Canterbury-Dover trunk road (A2), will be 
about 25 miles long, and will run from a 
point about two miles west of Rochester to 
about two miles east of Faversham, where it 
will link up with the Kent coastal road (A2). 
The cost of the scheme is estimated to be in 
the region of £10m. That includes the cost 
of a bridge over the Medway, which will be 
in the neighbourhood of £3m. 

The projected Maidstone by-pass is already 
in the Minister of Transport’s programme. 
It will be a single-purpose road by-passing 
Maidstone and Ditton to the north of the 
present trunk road, and will run from a point 
near the junction with A228 at Leybourne 
to a point a little to the west of the junction 
with B2163 near Hollingbourne. 

This Maidstone by-pass will pass over (or 
under) the roads which intersect it, but there 
will be two-level connections with the Maid- 
stone-Chatham A229 road and the Maid- 
stone-Sittingbourne A249 road, consisting of 
bridges with connecting link roads. At each 
end of the road there are to be surface 
roundabouts where the new road leaves and 
rejoins the existing trunk road. The River 
Medway will be crossed by a bridge about 
three-quarters of a mile east of Aylesford. 


COVENTRY DEVELOPMENT 
Precinct Dance Hall Planned 


A DANCE HALL to accommodate 1,400 
people is to form part of the four- and 
three-storey block to be built at the corner 
of Smithford-way and the Precinct, 
Coventry, it was announced on September 6. 
This block will. complete the Precinct 
crossing plan. 

The project, which also includes seven 
shop premises, was approved in principle 
by the City Planning and Redevelopment 
Committee on September 5 and is subject to 
confirmation by Coventry City Council. The 
other three corners of the crossing are 
already occupied by F. W. Woolworth and 
Co., Ltd., British Home Stores, Ltd., 
and Marks and Spencer, Ltd. The new block, 


to be built by the Corporation, will occupy 


the fourth corner. 


Mr. Arthur Ling, FRIBA, Coventry City 
architect, has announced at a Press con- 
ference that, including a basement, the 


building would have four storeys at the 


corner, but would be only three-storeyed 
farther down Smithford-way. Accommoda- 
tion for three smaller shops and one large 
shop are envisaged for the Precinct front- 
age. 


OBITUARY 


E. E. Edmunds, FRIBA 


WE REGRET to record the death at Swansea 
of Mr. Edwyn Emrys Edmunds, FRIBA, 
after a brief illness. Mr. Edmunds received 
his architectural education at the School of 
Architecture, London University, afterwards 
entered the office of the then  vice-presi- 
dent of the RIBA, Mr. Arthur Keen. After 
qualifying, he worked in Swansea and 
Neath. He served in Egypt and Palestine 
in the first world war. Later he took up 
an appointment as architect to the Llwchwr 
Urban Council, but his private practice 
extended over a wide area of South Wales, 
and he was the designer of many well- 
known buildings. During the last war, Mr. 
Edmunds was in Cardiff as chief technical 
adviser to the War Damage Commission, 
South Wales and Monmouthshire.

CLEAN AIR CONFERENCE 
New Act to be the Theme 


MR. ENOCH POWELL, MP, Parliamen- 

tary Secretary to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, is to 
address the forthcoming Southport Confer- 
ence of the National Smoke Abatement 
Society on the new Clean Air Act.

The Des Voeux Memorial Lecture this 
year will be given by Sir Hugh Beaver, 
chairman of the Government Committee that 
recommended the new legislation. His sub- 
ject will be ‘Clean Air: the Next Step. A 
session is also to be devoted to the Act from 
the viewpoint of local authorities, with 
papers by an elected member (Alderman 
Goulden of Salford), a Chief Sanitary 
Inspector (Mr. Cass of Oldham), and a 
Medical Officer of Health (Professor Semple 
of Liverpool). 


Other subjects to be discussed are the 
health aspects of the problem, pollution 
from road vehicles, ‘Clean Air and the 
Housewife’ (with three representative women 
speakers), and papers on the problems of 
increasing the supply of solid smokeless 
fuels for use in smokeless zones and the new 
smoke control areas. 


The agenda for the annual general mecet-

Operation. 

There were many new and interesting 
developments on show. That this exhibi- 
tion, organised by the Ministry of Works, 
has grown in size steadily year by year 
shows that the manufacturers and other 
exhibitors, returning and increasing in 
number, are well pleased by the result. 
For the past eight years the Ministry has 
produced the Building Plant Exhibition, 
in different parts of the country, for the 
purpose of both showing and demonstra- 
ting the most up-to-date machines, tools 
and equipment available for use by the 
Building and Civil Engineering industries. 
These industries complete every year 
about twelve hundred pounds worth of 
work for each of the million and a half 
people that they employ. Efficiency in 
this work is of great importance; often of 
late the charge has been 
laid against the building 
industry that it is not as 
efficient as it might be. 
These shows, travelling 
around the country, help 
to bring method and 
stimulus to the- provincial 
builder. One of _ the 
methods’ is __ increased 
mechanisation. This is not 
so easy in the building 
industry as in others, but

both employers and operatives may find 
in these exhibitions tools, and methods 
using modern machinery, that give 
results in terms of increased efficiency 
and lower cost. The prime feature at this 
exhibition is that the practical demonstra- 
tion is always available. A thing seen is 
much more likely to be remembered than 
a thing heard; the large outside demon- 
stration area with holes being dug and 
back-filled on all sides and things being 
moved this way and that with remarkable 
alacrity forms a really memorable part 
of the exhibition. 

The presence of a helicopter created 
considerable interest. Demonstrations of 


lifting and transporting building materials 
took place every afternoon. It was shown 
that quarter-ton loads were practicable; 
a large iron pipe was used as an example 
of precision placing without the heli- 
copter actually landing, the load being 
dropped when hovering about one foot 
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from the ground. The application of this 
technique makes sense in building and 
civil engineering operations in difficult 
terrain. Another use shown was that as 
an ambulance in an emergency; one or 
two stretchers in specially designed covers 
can be fixed to the outside of the machine 
and carried at ninety miles an hour, air 
speed, to a place of safety. 


Another side to the exhibition was the 
daily showing of a comprehensive range 
of films in the cinema; no change was 
made for admission. The usual capable 
facilities for the exhibitors and the public

What is claimed to be the 
first truly mobile hoist was shown by the 
British Hoist and Crane Co., Ltd.; called 
the ‘Ant Queen,’ it has 29 in. by 5 in. 
pneumatic-tyred wheels and is powered 
by a Petter 15 h.p. diesel engine. An- 
other Unit-frame scaffold system was pre- 
sented by Sterling Foundry Specialities, 
Ltd.; it can be erected by unskilled labour 
and has been used for some years in the 
USA. 

A comprehensive display of formwork 


for all concrete work was 
put on by Rapid Metal 
Developments, Ltd., in- 
cluding a rail-type road 
form for mechanical 
tamping and_ spreading 
machines. A fast system 
of unit scaffolding, the 
‘Robel’ by David Roberts 
and Co. (Engineers), Ltd., 
was seen with articulated 
conveyors for semi- 
automatic concrete 
placing, vibrating concrete 
compactors and rammers 
and a variety of other 
formwork. 

Atlas Copco (Great 
Britain), Ltd., offer one of 
the largest and most com- 
prehensive ranges of 
compressed air equipment 
in the country and had on 
show a selection which 
included some of the new 
range of portable com- 
pressors supplying from 
36 cfm. to 550 cfm. The 
pneumatic tool demonstra- 
tion van was well worth 
visiting to see the engi- 
neer’s tools.

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STABILISE BUILDING 
COSTS 


Call by Housing Director . 


STABILISATION of buildings costs was 

urged by Mr. T. P. Rae, Housing Direc- 
tor of Bolton, at the conference of the Insti- 
tute of Housing at Scarborough. ‘ One hates 
the word “control,” but has not the enor- 
mous and extending programme of luxury 
building got completely out of control?’ he 
asked. ‘The trade unions could do much to 
help in the matter of rising costs. It is 
generally agreed that the plastering trade 
creates most bottlenecks in the industry, but 


even so it is still maintained that the fixing 


of plaster board and partitions must be 
carried out by the plastering trade if a 
skimming coat is to be applied. If no 
skimming coat is to be applied such fixing 
can be carried out by joiners. Is it reason- 
able to maintain such and other anomalies 
during very acute labour periods, thereby 
slowing down progress and adding to the 
cost of the work?’ 


Mr. Rae also criticised employers for pay- 
ing over the odds, to induce labour. ‘Is it 
not time for the employers to resist the 
temptation to outbid one another for labour 
to the detriment of all and to the advantage 
of none?’ He was unable to understand, 
he added, the tremendous. fluctuations in 
prices of sheet lead and copper tube between 
1950 and 1956. Timber costs had also fluc- 
tuated considerably, and it was difficult to 
explain the reason for an increase of 600 
per cent. 


WORKMAN’S FALL FROM 
ROOF 


Builders Fined for Breach of 
Safety Regulations 


A WORKMAN’S 37-ft. fall to his death from 
the roof of a new factory building on which 
he was laying asbestos sheets had a sequel 
at West Bromwich on September 3 when 
his employers, W. A. Morris Construction, 
Ltd., of Tamworth, were fined £5 with 
£2 10s. costs for not taking sufficient safety 
precautions. 


The accident occurred on June 11 at the 
premises of Copper and Alloys, Ltd., West 
Bromwich, where the firm was roofing a 
new department. While helping to carry an 
asbestos sheet from the eaves to the apex 
of the roof, Thomas Johnson, aged 34, of 
Walsall-road, Lichfield, fell as an asbestos 
sheet broke under his feet. Mr. R. E. 
SAWYER, an inspector of factories, said 
regulations laid down that with fragile 
materials sufficient ladders or crawling 
boards must be provided and the onus was 
on the employer to see they were used. 


BarRY AUSTIN CHARLTON, of Peel-streét, 
Tipton, who was Johnson’s mate at the time 
of the accident, admitted to Mr. I. J. Black 
(defending) that he told the Coroner at the 
inquest on Johnson that they ‘were on 
piecework and planks got in the way.’ 


WILFRED ARTHUR Morris, of Monmouth- 
drive, Sutton Coldfield, managing director 
of the company, said Johnson was far 
better qualified to know what equipment he 
wanted than he was to tell him. Any equip- 
ment he had asked for would have been 
available.

Need for Quicker Progress 


IN THE course of a three-day tour of 
Wales Mr. Enoch Powell, MP, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, said at Aberystwyth on 
September 12 that experience in Cardigan- 
shire illustrated the advantages of the policy 
of regrouping water undertakings, a policy 
which had been in effect since 1945, and 
which the Government were hoping to see 
realised more rapidly. 

‘Particularly at a time when capital ex- 
penditure has to be strictly scrutinised, the

will have to take into account what progress 
in regrouping has been made, or appears 
likely to be made, in the near future. 
Money must not be sunk in separate Iccal 
schemes, where larger and better schemes 
would be produced by regrouping.

An interesting if somewhat undignified challenge 
was issued by a firm manufacturing an air-entraining 
mortar plasticiser. The results of Building Research 
Station tests on mortar cubes were quoted. 

There is a very well-known weakness in the 
technique employed for the tests concerned viz., the use 
of cubes. For years misleading results were obtained on 
the behaviour of lime mortars through making up the 
mortars into cubes and testing their strength, com- 
pletely ignoring the fact that mortars were never used 
in this way in practice, but between bricks. The fact 
that buildings which had been erected in lime mortar 
since time immemorial were still standing was in- 
disputable proof that there was something wrong with 
the method of test. In deference to their own considered 
views, backed by leading opinion both in this Country 
and in the States, the Building Research Station decided 
that the correct method of testing mortars was in 
actual piers of bricks bonded with the mortar in 
question. The results obtained with cement/lime/sand 
mortars, for instance, have become classic. - 

In our view this challenge has been based on a test 
not designed primarily for mortars, the results of which 
do not demonstrate their behaviour in practice when 
used for the purpose for which they are intended— 
namely, as a bond between bricks.

Papers at the British Road Federation’s 


International Conference 


VIIRTY COUNTRIES sent delegates to the British Road Federation’s Urban Motorways 
Conference, which was held at Friends House, London, from September 18 to 20. 

The opening discussion, with Sir Patrick Abercrombie as chairman, centred round a paper 
hy Dr. W. H. Glanville, head of the Road Research Laboratory, and Mr. J. F. A. Baker, 
chie’ roads engineer at the Ministry of Transport, who outlined a proposal to extend the 
projected Yorkshire-London motorway into the heart of London. Experts from Holland, 
Germany, America, Spain, France, Belgium and Austria also contributed papers. It is 
expected that the conference will result in pressure on the Government to start building urban 
motorways in Britain without delay on the grounds that restrictive traffic measures can never 






























































cope with the problem of congestion. 


Urban Motorways in Great 
Britain

NINE out of every 10 people in Britain 

probably have no idea what an urban 
motorway is, but they do know what 
traflic jams mean. One is a cure for the 
other. s 

An urban motorway is a highway for 
motor vehicles only, a road which gives 
drivers an uninterrupted run through an 
urban or built-up area at the speed 
modern vehicles are designed to travel. It 
provides speed with safety because it has 
no side roads leading into it (they pass 
either over or under it) no mixing of 
vehicles, cyclists and pedestrians, no 
sharp bends or steep stretches; and it has 
no parking and no shop or house front- 
ages. 

Contrary to what many people think, 
by-passes are not the best solution for 
freeing traffic-choked areas. Experts have 
found that the bigger the town the fewer 
the drivers intending to pass through it. 
The need is for smooth dispersal of 
vehicles on arrival, for sorting out the 
mix-up of conflicting traffic streams—and

for a drop in accidents, 75 per cent. of 
which happen in built-up areas. Urban 
motorways provide these benefits. 


What will happen if we do not build 
urban motorways? We can try to cope 
with congestion by widening streets and 
making more of them one-way, by re- 
stricting traffic, prohibiting parking, ban- 
ning right-hand turns, extending tube and 
bus services and staggering workers’ 
hours. These steps would bring temporary 
relief, but the truth is that our reliance 
on the motor vehicle is now such that 
only new roads in towns and cities will 
meet the need. 


Where should urban motorways be 
located ? The only complete answer 
entails carrying out traffic surveys to find 
what present traffic volumes and patterns 
of movement are, forecasting future 
volumes and movement, and then choos- 
ing the best lines of route to provide for 
these factors. This sort of research is 
still in its infancy in Britain. 


A start has already been made on build- 
ing our first stretches of motorway (near 
Preston) and the Government proposes to 
build another connecting Yorkshire to the 
London area. Is it logical to build a road 
enabling drivers to travel quickly between 
built-up areas if jams are then going to be 
even bigger towards each journey’s end ? 

Thirteen years ago the County of Lon- 
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TURE

don Plan proposed an 11 4ile motorway 
in London, known as.the ‘A’ Ring Road 
and passing through these areas: Vaux- 
hall—the Old Kent-road—through a tun- 
nel under the Thames—Commercial-road 
near Aldgate — Liverpool-street — south 
over Bayswater-road — Brompton—Vic- 
toria—and back over a new bridge to 
Vauxhall. From the centre of London the 
radius would be about three miles. 


The cost of this road has been put at 
about £130m., and its savings in time 
alone to drivers have been estimated at 
over £5m. a year. 


It seems common sense to build an 
urban motorway connecting the London 
end of the Yorkshire-London motorway 
(at Aldenham on the St. Albans By-pass) 
with this ring road. 


From the by-pass the route could be: 
Apex Corner—North Circular - road— 
West Hampstead—Montague-square. The 
last stretch would have to be partly sub- 
surface or in a cutting, and partly on a 
viaduct. About 600 families would need 
rehousing. 


This motorway would cost about £30m. 
and would have dual carriageways each 
taking three lanes of traffic. Scarcity of 
data makes it difficult to estimate the 
benefits of the motorway, but it would 
probably halve the time the journey takes 
on the present roads. Drivers would be 
able to average 45 mph with safety. 

lf the motorway were built now, 10 per 
cent. of its construction cost would be 
saved every year in terms of vehicle-hours 
between now the time when it would be 
carrying the volume of traffic for which 
it would be designed. All this is apart 
from the savings due to cutting down 
accidents, which would be something like 
£200,000 a year, not counting the avoid- 
ance of human misery. 

The important thing is to push ahead 
with building urban motorways now with 
all speed. A slow-moving road programme 
only lets the mounting traffic problem 
creep even further ahead of our efforts to 
beat it.

How Free Should the Queen’s 
Highway Be ? | 


By HARMER E. DAVIS, 
University of California 


WHat is a road? This may sound a 
stupid question. Everybody knows 
what a road is. But not everybody ap- 
preciates what a road means. It is, of 
course, a strip of land used specially by 
people to get from one place to another. 
It was born for that reason. But to-day 
it is many things in one: a convenient 
route for laying water mains, electricity 
and telephone cables and sewage pipes. 
Car and lorry owners use it as storage 
space—for parking. But it dlso has vital 
social characteristics. It is a centre of 
community life, a place for meeting, 
sometimes even a children’s playground. 
People with things to sell want to set up 
shop alongside it; it offers one of the most 
valuable things in life—convenience. 

All this sound obvious, but it contains 
the roots of trouble. When one of the 
many uses of a road conflicts with the 
others, something or somebody suffers. 
Accidents and traffic jams are the current 
headline symptoms. 

What is the moral? Does it not all 
suggest either that a road should satisfy 
everybody’s needs or that somebody’s 
needs should be met in some other way? 

This is where the motor vehicle comes 
in. Most roads in Britain were never in- 
tended for motor traffic; now it has over- 
whelmed them, or, looking at it another 
way, old roads are strangling motor 
traffic with disastrous results. 

Let us look at the writing on the wall. 
It is now known that a country’s indus- 
trial achievements are related to its trans- 
port services. There is a close tie-up 
between what is produced and the amount 
of movement of people and goods. Ex- 
perts have also found that miles travelled 
by passengers are related to the money 
they earn. Most movement in Britain 


is by road, so it follows that the use of 


roads is related to the country’s welfare. 
If we strive for better output we use 
roads more—and create more road 
problems. 

We are not likely to abolish conflict 
between road users by abolishing motor 
vehicles; we are starting to build roads 
specially for motor vehicles in Britain, 
but only between cities. What about the 
choked cities themselves, the built-up 
areas where 75 per cent. of accidents 
happen and where most petrol and time 
are wasted? Cities and towns need 
motorways, too, urban motorways. 

One of the distinguishing features of a 
motorway is that drivers can get on or off 
it only via special feeder roads, usually 
sloping roads because the motorway is 
often below ground level or on a viaduct. 
This is called controlled access. 

It has now been proved in America 
that on freeways, or motorways with 
completely controlled access, drivers can 
keep up 45-50 m.p.h. Traffic is several 
times as heavy on ordinary streets, yet 
accidents are three to five times less fre- 
quent. Savings in time and petrol are 
equally impressive. 

What about the amenities on land ad- 
jacent to urban motorways? Years of 


’ experience have again proved con- 


clusively that with controlled access to 
roads for motor vehicles only, surround- 
ing property has risen, not dropped in 
value. Firms have found that cheaper 
and safer road transport brings more 
business activity. When the land changes 
hands the anticipated income from doing 
business there goes up because it becomes 
a coveted location. 

All cities eventually face deterioration. 
And, like plants, they are threatened with 
blight. The quality of transport, and the 
lack of it, affect a city’s economic health. 
Ribbon development, with free-for-all 
access, brings a decline in the benefits of 
road transport; the conflicts between 
different kinds of road users go on un- 
checked. 

Urban motorways,. with controlled ac- 


cess, liberate the road from surrounding 


‘ capital equipment. 
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problems and at the same time liberate 
the surroundings from the road. Both 
profit, which means that the community 
as a whole prospers. 


Why Urban Motorways are 
Needed 


By ING C. DE BUSSY, 
Director of Roads to the 
Netherlands Government 


EW people realise what a quarter of 
an hour’s traffic delay a day, due to 
an inadequate road, means in money 
terms. It can be reckoned in three parts, 
First, loss of the occupant’s time—worth 
at least as much as their earning capacity, 
Second, the vehicle costs money even 
when it is standing; each fifteen minvies 
means something. Third, more fue’ is 
used in frequent starting and acceleration. 
These three items may not amount to 
much in 15 minutes, ‘but if, say, 20,/00 
vehicles use the road daily the cost must 
be multiplied by 20,000 and then by, say, 
300 (working days per year). This gives 
some idea of the wastage the road causes, 
Traffic hold-ups are mostly in urban or 
built-up areas; it is only common sense 
therefore to build roads which will cut 
out waste of time, money and fuei— 
motorways, as they are called. Since 
motorways have no crossing on the same 
level, no right turns (in Britain), and no 
traffic lights, traffic can move freely, 
safely and swiftly along them. And they 
draw traffic away from ordinary roads, 
leaving them less congested. 

The mains causes of accidents in pre- 

sent streets are cross traffic, right turns 
(in Britain), pedestrians and cyclists, and 
these causes are just not there on motor- 
ways. Dutch statistics have revealed that 
rural motorways are anything up to 75 
per cent. safer than ordinary, all-purpose 
highways and urban motorways would 
probably prove even safer. 
_ Holland has decided in favour of build- 
ing urban motorways even though traffic 
is not as dense as in Britain, with Amster- 
dam, Rotterdam and The Hague as the 
three cities first needing treatment. Cost 
is holding back far-reaching construction 
at present, but the authorities are not 
letting this postpone planning or the re- 
servation of land for when it is needed. 

Nations may boast about full employ- 
ment, but many shirk thinking of the 
futility created by bad traffic conditions. 
Slowness of traffic is a bad form of under- 
employment, of both manpower and 
Inside factories more 
and more automation is being introduced; 
the same thinking must apply to roads, 
especially in our Cities.

‘3D’ Solutions to Congestions at 
Crossings 


By JOSEPH ELKOUBY,

QNE effective way of sorting out 

traffic jams at busy street crossings 
is to separate the conflicting streams of 
vehicles by ‘lifting’ one street over the 
other or by taking it underneath. In 
other words, introducing a third dimen- 
sion into street construction—the vertical 
one. 

This can be costly, of course, but 
experts have worked out when it is worth 
while. In cities and towns, if the number 
of vehicles passing along each intersect- 
ing road amount to more than 10 million 
when multiplied together, it is worth- 
while. This product figure is known 
among traffic engineers as the ‘traffic 
moment.’ 

Paris has 11 *‘ subways’ where the prin- 
ciple of ‘grade intersection,’ as it is 
called, has been used: eight are on the 
Ring Boulevard (built along old fortifica- 
tions), one is at the Porte Maillot leading 
to the Bois de Boulogne, and only two 
are in the city centre. One of these is 
at the end of the Pont du Carrousel and 
the other at the end of the Pont d’Iena 
on the Right Bank. A twelfth is being 
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constructed at the right-bank end of the 
Pont de l’Alma to expedite traffic passing 
over the Quai de New York. Only in 
the Pont du Carrousel subway is there a 
pedestrian footpath. 

To overcome drivers’ eye-strain in 
passing from bright light to darkness in 
the subways, the artificial lighting is auto- 
matically adjusted by photo-electric cell 
equipment on lampposts, and can be 
varied to simulate bright sun, grey 
weather, dark weather or night. Safety 
measures include alarm signals which, 
when pulled, switch on stop lights at the 
entrances to the ramps leading to the 


subways. 
Paris has found that the ‘3D’ 
approach to crossing congestion has 


almost invariably been the right answer. 


Vienna Will Have a Motorway 
in a River Bed

7IENNA grew up because it is at the 
meeting point of traffic from the west 
(along the River Wien valley), from the 
south (along the foothills of the Vienna 
Woods) and from the north-west (follow- 
ing the Danube). Motorways are there- 
fore being planned to follow these three 
traffic arteries, highways capable of

The west-east route will include a road 
on a structure 64 feet above the bed of 
the River Wien (which is rarely more 
than 3ft. 3in. deep), with feeder roads 
leading to the level of present streets. It 
will cross the city’s central area and could 
be extended along the disused quays of 
the Danube Canal, dipping gently under 
the high-level river bridges, and rising to 
normal street level in the less built-up 
fringes of Vienna. 

Another traffic artery, for south-north 
bound vehicles, includes an extension of 
the long-distance motorway coming from 
the direction of Graz. Connections will 
be made to the inner ring road which 
runs on what used to be a semi-fortified 
earth. wall, and between. there and the 
northern suburbs there will be a four- to 
six-lane motorway stretch with a round- 
about more than half-a-mile in diameter. 


How America is Diagnosing 
Her City Traffic Problems

MERICA has well over 58m. motor 

vehicles and is likely to have 85m. 

by 1970. Big changes in traffic patterns 

have been, and will be, brought about by 

the growing use of the motor vehicle, 

particularly as industrial and housing de- 
velopment spreads near cities. 


The automotive complex is resulting 
in more widely diffused journeys by road, 
and fewer people are using public or mass 
transport for either personal or freight 
movement. More vehicles bring more 
congestion, which is costing more than 
£350m. a year in New York City. 


The one great obstacle in finding the 
best solutions to traffic problems is lack 
of facts and information which would 
enable action to be taken to meet situa- 
tions tomorrow, the next year and for 
years to come. To deal with this situa- 
tion America set up a National Com- 
mittee on Urban Transportation in May, 
1954, consisting of representatives from 
municipal, public works, public finance 
and legal organisations, and the US 
Bureau of Public Roads. 


The Committee decided to produce a 
manual for the guidance of civic authori- 
ties wishing to know what traffic prob- 
lems they are up against. Nine sub- 
committees. With technical advice and 
help from federal, civic, university and 
private consulting fields, were assigned 
to investigate nine ‘logical study areas’ 
and report present transportation facili- 
ties and needs, and present legal, financial 
and administrative machinery. 


A preliminary mianual’ was ready by 
February of this year and its value has 
been put to the test in seven ‘pilot 
cities,” Detroit, Syracuse, San Diego, 
Phoenix, Albuquerque, Crawfordsville 
and Oak Park. Lessons learned from 
the recently completed seven studies in 
pilot cities will be applied in the final 
version of the manual, which is expected 
to be ready by 1958.

‘ Cheap at £2 million a Mile’

OS Angeles, the home of ‘spacious 
living,’ now has 102 miles of super- 
highways for motor vehicles only. The 
eight-mile Hollywood Freeway cost over 
£2m. a mile to build, but it is considered 
one of the least costly major highways 
in the world for the following reasons. 

A freeway carries three times as much 
traffic as an ordinary road at twice the 
speed and five times as safely. 

Los Angeles considers that freeways 
have done for city travel what the aero- 
plane has done for global travel; radar 
checks by traffic engineers have shown 
that 85 per cent. of drivers usually travel 
on these special roads at just under 50 
m.p.h. 

Because, too, many drivers use free- 
ways, even a minor accident can cause a 
traffic queue miles long in a matter of 
seconds. But engineers look on this as 
a challenge, and are experimenting with 
techniques to solve the problem. These 
include television scanners mounted over 
the highway to transmit a picture of 
traffic tie-ups to central control centre, 
and electronic devices for channelling 
vehicles off the road and controlling the 
number trying to join it. 


A Unique Double-Deck 
Highway

GEATTLE’S * double-deck ° highway for 
motor vehicles only has several in- 
teresting features. It was built with two 
levels—each ‘deck’ carries three lanes 
of one-way traffic—because that was the 
best solution on the land available be- 
tween the docks and the main business 
area for coping with the volume of traffic. 
Known as the Alaskan Way, it was 
thought necessary after an origin-and- 
destination survey of vehicles in 1947 
showed that between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
each day 75,000 cars were entering the 
business area and congestion was heavy. 


Drivers can turn off the road either left 
or right, and park under the viaduct. 

With two 14-ft. lanes, a 12-ft. centre 
lane, and a 14-ft. kerb, the roadway 
runs into a 711 yards subway passing 
under seven main streets. In an emer- 
gency, traffic is automatically diverted to 
surface streets, and in case of fire a 
sprinkler system comes into action. The 
alarm equipment is connected with the 
Seattle’s fire services. 

National interest has been aroused by 
the ventilation system which consists of 
72 intake fans spaced uniformly through 
the subway. The system cost $130,000 
(about £46,000), compared with an esti- 
mated $700,000 (over £248,000) for more: 
conventional plant. 


Bolton’s Steam-heated 
Motorway

IPE grids carrying steam-heated anti- 
freeze solution are embedded in the 
feeder roads of Boston’s Central Artery, 
a six-lane highway which the city is build- 
ing as top priority in a Highway Plan. 

Part of the highway was opened last 
year and the rest is expected to be com- 
pleted by mid-1958. In the second section 
will be the widest vehicular tunnel in the 
world, with two three-lane roadways each 
40 ft. wide. Besides the most modern 
lighting and ventilation, this tunnel will 
eventually have a television monitoring 
system operated by a single attendant. 

The City’s Master Highway Plan in- 
cludes eight radial expressways and a belt 
route with a total length of 87.4 miles. 
The cost of the 3.8-mile Central Artery, 
which forms part of the belt, is put at 
over £38m. 

Boston’s street pattern is not regul.r,. 
so that the task of feeding traffic on and 
off the motorway is difficult. In the 
central section alone 16 ramps are needed. 
The highway is designed for a speed of 35 
mph and it is expected that it will be used 
by 90,000 vehicles per 24-hour day vy 
1970. Fifteen per cent. of these will 5¢ 
commercial vehicles.

CONCRETE PANELS IN ITALY

General Description 


WE WERE ASKED to design and build a 
large two-storeyed building for a spinning 
mil! on the Via Cazilina, at 57 km. south 
of Rome. The main points to be taken 
into account in the design were as follows: 


The ground floor was intended for a 
complex of store rooms covering roughly 
5,000 m.*, a reeling department and dyeing 
department. All these various parts of 
the building required a ceiling height of 
about 6m., which enabled us to use an 
arrangement of columns and beams with 
a 10m. span. 


‘he floor had to be designed for a 
superimposed load of about 600 kg./m.? 
and, since it would have to carry the 
installations for water and_ electricity 
supplies, the soffits of the main and 
secondary beams are on the same plane. 

The second floor space was to be divided 
into several rooms for the ventilation 
plant, as well as housing a very large 
machine shop in which the columns sup-

porting the roof had to take up as little 
space as possible. 

Part of the ground floor and all of the 
first floor was to be equipped with air- 
conditioning plant ensuring controlled 
temperatures and humidity.’ The design 
had to take this fact into account because 
the large pipes of the installation had to 
be integrated in the structure itself, other- 
wise the result would have been unsatis- 
factory both from the economical and the 
aesthetic point of view. 

The final design may be described as 
follows. The building covers an area of 
5,700 m.? and is based on a Simplex pile 
foundation. The piles have a unit bearing 
capacity of about 35(metric) tons and 
were driven through alluvial deposits of 
fairly recent formation to a depth of about 
15 m. in order to reach a sufficiently strong 
subsoil of volcanic origin. 

The ground floor has rows of Y-shaped 
pillars of reinforced concrete, placed in 
such a way that the structure of the floor 
above is composed of main and secondary 
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ribs all of the same height. 

The secondary ribs are made of con- 
crete with a cement content of 300 kg. 
(the cement is of the ‘680 kg./cm.?’ 
type) and reinforced with deformed 
bars. The ribs are cast on_ the 


- ground and put in place by appropriate 


machinery on temporary centring designed 
to fit with the main ribs. The-latter are 
cast in situ, as also the panels, in special 
formwork supported by the prefabricated 
secondary beams. 


Part of this floor holds up an inter- 
mediate floor of reinforced ceramic ele- 
ments attached to the main floor by 
hangers. The intermediate floor is de- 
signed for superimposed loads of 
300 kg./m.? and enables efficient utilisation 
of the great ceiling height of the ground 
floor at places where so much clearance 
is not required. The main floor is de- 
signed for a superimposed load of 
600 kg./m? to stand up to the weight of 
heavy textile machinery. 


We have already mentioned that the 
floor of the machine-shop had to be left 
as free as possible. For this reason the 
upper floor was planned as a large machine 
shop covering an area of 5,300 m?, with 
a series of 14 double-span portal frames, 
with a total length of 70.00 m., spaced at 
5.00 m. distance from one another. 


As the ceiling had to accommodate the 
collectors, distributors, outlet and inlet 
pipes, etc., of the air-conditioning plant, 
we decided to place the collectors on the 
roof and to use the space provided by two 
ceilings, placed at the intrados and ex- 
trados of the transverse members of the 
portal frames, for the distribution and air 
intake pipes of the air-conditioning plant. 
In this way, all pipes are hidden and the 
structure is used to guide the air-move- 
ment and to cover the machine shop. 


The two false ceilings consist of a double 
row of prefabricated panels fixed between 
the transverse members of the portal 
frames. Each slab measures 5.00 by 
2.00 m. and consists of a central slab with 
a thickness of 3cm., a ribbed frame and 
cross-ribs. The ribs have different heights 
and widths and are reinforced with ‘ Tor’ 
steel; the slabs are reinforced with welded 


‘mild steel mesh. 


The panels are made of concrete with a 
cement content of 300kg. (cement type 
* 680 kg./Cm.?’) ; the concrete is vibrated 
in concrete moulds. After casting, a filter 
unit is applied to the top surface and air 
and water in excess of the amount required 
for maximum strength are extracted by 
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Longitudinal section of the building. The dimensions are in metres 
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vacuum. After 24 hours, the filter head 
is used again, this time as a suction valve, 
to move the panels and stack them in the 
curing room. 

After 15 days the panels are moved 
again and placed in position. 


Prestressed Concrete Portal

The machine shop has 14 sstatically 
indeterminate portal frames composed of

three columns, 5 m. high, linked by hinges 
to the ground floor, and of a transverse 
beam with a total length of 70.00 m. ; 
divided into two spans of 35.00 m. each. 
The columns have a variable cross-section 
and measure 1.60 m. by 0.40 m. at the base. 

The height of the beams varies from 
1.80 m. at the external columns to 2.40 m. 
at the central column. The double T-shape 
of the transverse member is designed in 
such a way that the upper and lower 
flanges support the ceiling slabs. 

These ceiling slabs are simply supported 
by the beams in such a way that the latter’s 
moment of inertia has a well-defined value 
and will not be affected by the roof struc- 
ture. To achieve this, the ceiling panels 
are placed at suitable distances from one 
another so that, when the beams contract, 
during the prestressing process, there will 
be no transmission of.compressive stresses.

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The concrete used for the construction 
of columns and beams has a cement con- 
tent of 350 kg. (cement type ‘680 kg./cm.”’) 
per 1m.* of properly graded aggregate 
supplied in four sizes. The aggregate was 
supplied by the Laghetto quarry, 25 km. 
South of Rome, and the sand was washed 
Tiber sand. 

Here again the design is based on lines 
which we have tried out several times in 
the past and described in various papers. 
The following paragraph gives a broad 
outline : 

The external columns are connected by 
hinges to the floor underneath ; adequately 
designed reinforcements of this floor 
take up the horizontal thrust from the 
hinges. 

.The hinges consist of semi-hard steel 
bars, placed fan-wise, and are designed for 
a compressive stress of 1,500 kg./cm® and

Tie external col- 
umns are cast in situ 
and the cables are pro- 
tected by, light-weight 
extruded steel tubes. 
The lower ends of 
the cables are formed into a ‘ funnel’ 
shave with a radius of not less than 50 cm. 
But the upper ends pass through a steel 
shect anchorage with a thickness of 5 mm. 
(each group of three wires fits in a separate 
hoic) fitting on the special ‘ Morandi’ 
presiressing apparatus which stresses three 
wires (diameter 5) at a time. 

The central columns, however, do not 
need prestressing, even though their de- 
sign is based on the same criteria, because 
the movements transmitted by the beams are 
very slight. 

The beams are made of prefabricated 
units. Each beam is made up of 20 units, 
with a mean length of 1.50 m., prefabri- 
cated on the site. Holes for the cables 
are drilled out by means of a metal drill. 

After curing, the units are put into 
position with a distance of about 12cm. 
between one unit and the next. This 
distance allows for threading the pre- 
stressing wires through the holes, three 
wires at a time, each set of three running 
separately from the others. Joints be- 
tween units are filled with concrete with 
similar characteristics to the concrete 
used for units. 

After that, the part of the beam resting 
on the central columns and the head- 
pieces resting on the external columns are 
cast in situ. 

The head-pieces of the beams are not 
cast directly on to the supporting columns 
but are first cast in such a way that the 
connection is effected by rollers which 
allow for movement of the beam. After- 
wards, the connection is made rigid by 
injection of concrete when the prestressing 
of the beam has reached a certain point, 
and before prestressing the column. The 
use of a temporary mobile connection 
was devised to eliminate the following 
phenomenon :— 


Experience has shown that the axes 
of these large beams contract to a consider- 
able extent under the effect of the pre- 
stressing forces because the joints between 
units settle under the load that is put on 
them. We have tried to prevent this axial 
contraction from resulting in distortion 
at the floor connections, with subsequent 
loss of thrust and considerable reduction 
In the rigidity of the connection between 
transverse beam and column. 

The following safety factors were used :— 





A view of the lower floor 


(a) Safety against cracking—In each 
section, the fibres under tension should 
have a residual compressive stress equal to 
10 per cent. of the stress in the extreme 
fibres under compression. 

(b) Safety against failure —According 
to the Levi method, the structure collapses 
by failure of the concrete under a system of 
loads equal to 400 per cent. of the design 
loads (not including the dead weight of 
the structure). 


(c) Safety against creep.—In view of the 
re-tensioning taking place three months 
after completion, the amount of steel has 
been increased by 10 per cent. to account 
for loss of tension due to creep. 


Experimental Results 


In order to get an idea of the actual 
behaviour of the structure, a series of 
tests has been carried out on the vacuum 
concrete panels. The tests have enabled 
us to determine the load producing crack- 
ing and the ultimate load. 


The panels were designed to stand up 
to a working load of about 250 kg./m?, 
and the tests have given a safety factor 
against cracking of three and a safety 
factor against failure of about five. 


As said before, the concrete for the pre- 
stressed members is made with gravel of 
various grades. The gravel was supplied 
by a quarry. With these particular materials 
there was no difficulty in achieving the 
specified minimum breaking strength of 
450 kg./cm.? 

The prestressing cables are made up of 
18 or 27 wires with a 5mm. diameter. 

Nearly all the steel is produced in 
Italy, a small proportion is of German 
origin. Both have fairly similar characteris- 
tics (although the German material gives 
rather more uniform results on testing) : 
Failure : at about 180 kg./mm.? ; elastic 
limit : about 155 kg./mm.? 


The National Research Council and the 
Study Centre for elastic cohesion (Turin 
Polytechnic) wanted to study the actual 
behaviour of a floor during the various 
stages of prestressing, striking the shutter- 
ing and loading. 

They have used the most highly sensitive 
modern acoustic strain gauges, by means 
of which they have been able to find out 
how the structure behaved and in how far 
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its behaviour corresponded to the design 
assumptions. 

The study proved particularly useful 
because this design again uses our concept 
of temporary degrees of freedom, intro- 
duced in order to get better control, 
economy and safety. 

Results of the tests will be published 
by the Council in due course.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE THEORY OF STRUC-

THIS BOOK is based on lectures currently 
being given to undergraduates in the De- 
partment of Building and _ Structural 
Engineering of the Manchester College of 
Technology.

ANALYSIS OF STRUCTURES. By M. Smolira, 
PhD, AMICE.

THE ‘deformation’ method described in 
this book is applicable to building frames of 
any shape, in reinforced concrete or steel, 
and is claimed to be the simplest and quickest 
yet devised. It is similar to the slope- 
deflection method, but the equations may be 
set out more quickly and there is no need for 
a sign convention. There are sixty examples 
covering nearly every conceivable type of 
frame and loading, including the effects of 
changes of temperature and settlement of 
supports. Vierendeel girders are treated in 
great detail, with examples. 

A useful feature is the treatment of beams 
on a rectangular or diagonal grid.

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WILDWOOD PARK, WINNIPEG 
A Recent Example of Canadian Residential Development

N a peninsula-shaped bend of the Red 
River in Fort Garry, a southern 
suburb of Winnipeg, with houses grouped 
-around horseshoe-shaped crescents or 
‘bays, lies Wildwood Park, now 
approaching its ninth year of age. The 
-community comprises about 400 homes, 
of six different types, finished in various 
-colours. Designed by a Winnipeg firm 
of architects for the Bird Construction 
Company, it came into being with the 
purchase of 87 acres of well-treed ‘ bush- 
land,’ used for many years as a picnic 
spot by Winnipeggers, and, through mass- 
production methods and in some degree 
prefabrication, costs were kept down as 
far as possible. 

Instead of the conventional right- 
angled streets, 10 curved bays of from 10 
to 25 houses in each, were planned, with 
a road for cars and delivery trucks con- 
necting each bay with the concrete high- 
way circling the project. Treed parks for 
children’s games lie in the spaces between 
the bays. Transport to and from Winni- 
peg is looked after by buses of the 
Greater Winnipeg Transit System, but 
most of the inhabitants own cars. A shop- 
ping centre, churches, and new schools 
take care of the needs of the community, 
while sewerage, garbage-collection, fire- 
prevention, and so on, are in charge of 
the Fort Garry Municipality. 


In the actual building of the Wildwood 
homes, the usual Canadian style was fol- 
lowed—concrete foundations, scantling 
framework and rafters. Good materials 
were used throughout, so that the con- 
crete walks and ‘stoops’ are still in 
excellent condition, after mine years. 
Brick chimneys top all the houses. Open 
fireplaces were planned for some of the 
larger types, to burn fuel wood, which 
everywhere in Canada is in good supply. 
In the majority of the homes the winter 
heating, always an important item, was 
taken care of by furnaces, controlled 
automatically, burning fuel oil, and sup- 
plied by special trucks to outside tanks, 
buried some 6 to 8 ft. underground. 


For exterior finish the smaller homes 
are sheathed with a double skin of cedar 
shingles, or in some cases asbestos 
shingles, while the larger houses are 
mostly covered by board ‘siding.’ All 
the dwelling units are painted in a pleas- 
ing variety of colours, and in the summer 
season, when the oak, elm, and maple 
trees are in leaf, and the parks are used 
by happy children, the whole project pre- 
sents charming views, the bright colours 
of the flower beds contrasting pleasingly 
with their setting of well-kept lawns. The 
absence of the usual straight lines of city 
streets and the diversity of styles of 
houses add to the interest of casual sight- 
seers, who never fail to be impressed. 
When notable visitors, including recently 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, happen to 
visit Winnipeg, it is customary to take 
them for a drive to the newer part of the 
. city, including Wildwood Park.. 


In 1948, soon after Wildwood Park was 
settled, it was threatened by flood, and 
clay dykes were hurriedly thrown up, 
giving several weeks of anxiety until the 
river finally settled down for the summer. 
But two years later a more serious flood 
forced the evacuation of the inhabitants, 
as all the houses were invaded by the 
muddy waters of the river throughout the 
month of May. Everything left down- 
stairs was ruined, power had to be shut 
off, people escaped in home-made rafts 
or boats. 

Later, as soon as the health authorities 
would permit, most of the people moved 
back to the scene of muddy desolation. 
The ground floors were completely re- 
floored and replastered. A flood fund, 
with contributions from all over Canada 
and even from far countries, bought the 
necessary material, and cheerful gangs 
did the labour, so that in a short time the 
houses were habitable once more. Higher 
dykes were then built for added safety, 
and now stand as a defence against pos- 
sible future high waters. 


Opportunities for British Firms 


The Wildwood Park Development, 
with its 400 houses, is but a small phase 
of Canada’s post-war building boom, 
which still continues, and British firms 
who supply the construction trades might 
well be interested in further details. Not 
much opportunity is presented in the 
ordinary materials, from bricks to asbes- 
tos shingles, as these are produced locally 
and therefore are in steady supply. Door 
hardware, nails and screws, and window 
glass, now have their factories in Eastern 
Canada; frequently, as Pilkington’s glass,

petition is keen in most of these lines, and 
unless the quality is comparable with the 
best at hand, with the price equally attrac. 
tive, there is not much hope for imported 
standard products. Even the supply of 
asphalt tiles, now in popular use for bath. 
room floors, and so on, is becoming com- 
petitive, and Belgium is trying to reach 
the market for these. Special products, 
such as new glues, may have an appeal, 
since local prices are high. Light mater. 
ials for partitions, if efficient and dura'sle, 
have a good chance here, according to 
the opinions of local builders. 


Recently, to floor the huge auditorium 
in Winnipeg’s latest 30-room High School, 
the ‘Churchill’ in Fort Rouge, the 
School Board purchased a supply of 
‘Granwood,’ a synthetic product mide 
of cement, linseed oil and sawdust. in 
Derbyshire, England, and chosen for its 
value in resisting sound, dampness, ‘er- 
mites, and hard wear. Laid in parg::et- 
style blocks, the floor is said to be the first 
of its kind in Winnipeg, and is most 
assuredly an improvement on the ‘ s!:ing 
maple’ floors of similar but older bv !d- 
ings. The acoustic properties of ‘his 
combination auditorium and gymnasiym 
are excellent, due largely to the typ: of 
floor used, Walls of this ultra-modern 
school were built of ‘cindercreie’ 
blocks, a combination of waste breeza 
and cement, now popular here because of 
low cost. School authorities are not en- 
tirely satisfied with the air-conditioning 
system, and British manufacturers of ven- 
tilating and air-conditioning machinery 
would do well to investigate the Canadian 
needs in this direction, for several new 
schools go up in Winnipeg every year. 


It is safe to state that any heavier 
machinery made for the building trades, 
coming from Britain and already having 
a reputation for efficiency, as British 
goods have, has a wide scope in Canada. 
The Fordson tractor (British made) con- 
tinues to give satisfaction by its steady 
performance, since repairs and replace- 
ments are readily obtainable, this last 
point being of special importance. Con- 
crete mixers are also in steady demand, 
because building work continues even 
through the severe cold of winter. British 
hoists are well known and have a splendid 
name, and doubtless will continue to sell 
well to the larger contractors. 


Lectures in the Midlands 


The Manchester and District Advisory 
Council has published its prospectus of post 
advanced lectures in building and civil en- 
gineering for 1956-57 and also a student’s 
guide to building education in the area dur- 
ing the session 1956-57.

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DESIGN AND MANAGEMENT 
Call for Closer Co-operation at CoID’s Congress 


The following are extracts from papers 
read at the Design Congress, which was 
sponsored by the Council of Industrial 
Design and held at the Royal College of 
Art, from September 11 to 12. 


Role of the Designer 


Me: MISHA BLACK, OBE, member 
. of the Council of the CoID and 
a past-president of the Society of Indus- 
tria! Artists, speaking on the rdéle of the 
designer, said: 

It would be instructive for a client to 
be present, although invisible, when the 
desizner whom he has commissioned 
staris work on a new project. He might 
be surprised firstly by the designer’s self- 
criticism as he covers sheets of paper with 
prei:minary designs; secondly, by the 
tim: taken in developing the finally 
selected basic design to a stage where 
drawings and specifications gre com- 
pleied; and, lastly, by the fact that the 
client influences the designer at every 
stage of the work to a degree that he 
would seldom credit. 


When the client cannot see the differ- 
ence between a meretricious and a crea- 
tive solution, the task of the designer is 
immeasurably increased. Then the accept- 
ance of his work will depend on his capa- 
city for convincing argument, and he feels 
isolated. 


Industrial design is creative work 
which depends for its materialisation on 
its fabrication by hands other than those 
of the designer. A carefully rendered 
drawing is as unfulfilled as a play written 
but never acted. If a chair or refrigerator 
is to be manufactured, a shop or show- 
room constructed or a poster printed, the 
client must invest money. 


A high design standard can only be 
achieved when at least one director at 
the top level of management really 
believes in design, and has the visual 
perception to distinguish the good from 
the meretricious. 


Design in an industrial organisation is 
not a question of one brilliant idea, or 
even a series of creative bombshells. It 
is the slow permeation of a visual sensi- 
tivity through every aspect of the firm’s 
work, from the product itself to the 
point of sales dispenser, from the archi- 
tecture of the factory to the uniform of 
the truck driver, from the furnishing of 
the chairman’s office to the fittings in the 
Operatives’ wash room. 

An outside consultant designer can lay 
down basic principles, design a series of 
brilliant individual products, and create 
a house style. But he is incapable of deal- 
ing with the day-to-day design problems 
which finally determine a firm’s growth 
_ or atrophy. That is the task of the design 
director, The consultant designer’s 
principal function in large-scale industry 
is to act as a catalyst within the industry 
and a stimulant to the design office, but 
Only a really competent staff designer or 
design director can ensure that continuity 
0: design policy which ensures sustained 
acnievement, 


Design Training for Management 


ProFessor R. D. RUSSELL, RDI, pro- 
fessor of the School of Furniture Design, 
Royal College of Art, in his address on 


the réle of the designer, said: 


Far too much has been written and said 
during the last ten years about this hope- 
lessly inconclusive subject of industrial 
design. However, there can be no doubt 
that this mass of propaganda has been 
progressively effective and for much of 
the best of it the Council of Industrial 
Design is to be congratulated. The ten 
years since the end of the war could not 
have been a more fortunate period. The 
public, starved of goods during the war, 
was, by the time of the ‘ Britain can make 
it Exhibition, delighted to buy the few 
things it could lay its hands on. 

In ten years the situation has changed 
dramatically. The public has become far 
more discriminating. In many industries 
the products of different manufacturers 
have become more consistent in essen- 
tials. Within a given price range any 
motor-car or television set now offers 
about the same value and performance, 
has the same running costs and service 
facilities. Consequently, the customer’s 
choice is concentrated upon appearance. 
A manufacturer is no longer a good chap 
if he gives good designers a break but a 
silly one if he doesn’t. 

So there we have an apparently happy 
position—an ever-increasing demand for 
well-designed goods, a requirement by 
industry for first-rate appearance, design 
to meet it and a pool of competent young 
designers coming from schools of indus- 
trial design ready to augment the design 


_Staffs of industry. The conditions would 


seem to be ideal, so where is the snag? 
There are not nearly so many well- 
designed things in the shops as there 
should be if the promises of this last ten 
years were only reasonably fulfilled. In 
whole ranges of domestic equipment it is 
far too difficult to find anything of satis- 
factory appearance. 

The old excuse for this state of affairs— 
that it was due to the necessity of design- 
ing down to the depraved taste of an 
uncritical public—no longer rings true. 
There is good reason to believe that the 
standard of industrial design in this coun- 
try could be a great deal higher than it is 
now, certainly without loss and even, 
perhaps, with considerable gain to indus- 
try. 

What, then, is holding the standard 
down? The root of the trouble is in the 
relationship between industry and its 
designers—industry generally does not yet 
know how to use designers who have 
themselves not succeeded in establishing 
a satisfactory status in industry. 

How does one set about bridging the 
perilous gap between designer and top 
management? There are two ways which 
may be used, either independently or, 
preferably, in combination. ~The first 
method is to follow the example of the 
eighteenth century and make it possible 
for the top management of industry to 
have some limited training in _ the 
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principles of design. My second proposal, 
another one-way bridge, takes designers 
up to top management. Combined, they 
allow for two-way traffic and the gap 
disappears. 

Industry should see that its future top 
management has some design training 
and also that there is room in the 
managerial aristocracy for really talented 
designers. 


The Design Team 


Mr. ALeEc B. HuNTER, president of the 
Society of Industrial Artists and a direc-. 
tor of Warner and Sons, Ltd., spoke 
about the réle of the designer in the field 
of woven fabrics for decorations, and 
said in his address: ; 

In preparing this paper I have assume 
two things. First, that whatever I say 
should be from my own personal experi- 
ence as a designer in industry, and so I 
will confine myself to a comparatively 
narrow field—woven fabrics for decora- 
tion. Second, that in any product which 
sells mainly on its appearance the réle 
the designer plays must be all important. 

One designer as owner or principal can, 
has, and does, make a small firm, but not 
a larger one. Our problem is how several 
designers working in these various rdles 
can function best in one firm, The 
answer is, of course, the leader of the 
design team. He must be of a high status 
in the firm—at least the equal of those 
controlling other sides of the business. 
The importance of congenial personali- 
ties working together in the three depart- 
ments, design, manufacturing and 
marketing, cannot be over-emphasised. 

Should the leader of the design team 
be a designer? I think he should: 1 know 
there have been successful leaders who 
are not. I know, too, that if the leader is 
a designer he will not get much time for 
his own personal design work. Neverthe- 
less, as a general rule, the right thing is 
tor the leader to be a designer. 

Although design is very personal, more 
and more in industry it will be the design 
team that is important, and members of 
it must be expert, logical, normal, at 
least as much as their opposite num- 
bers among the technologists. 


Implications for 
Management 


Mr. Lestig GAMAGE, MC, member of 
the Council of the CoID and joint 
managing director of The General Elec- 
tric Company, Ltd., said in his address 
dealing with the implications of design 
for management: 

My brief for this talk requires me to 
deal with two questions: how can the 
various specialists in a manufacturing 
company be trained in the essentials of 
good design so that they can better appre- 
ciate the implications for their own 
special functions and, how can designers 
be trained to understand the requirements 
of the experts? 

I am not at all sure that there is an 
answer to the first question. Research- 
men, technical designers, engineers, sales- 
men and accountants can be very good 
at their own jobs but not very good. when 
it comes to form and colour. Nobody 
expects them to be. 
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But the second question is more 
answerable. The appearance designer, say, 
for the engineering industry, would start 
as a young man with leanings to engineer- 
ing and an instinctive appreciation of 
form. He could be trained as an engineer- 
ing appearance designer by having a full 
basic engineering training into which art 
and salesmanship enter as special sub- 
jects. 
It would help enormously if special 
courses on engineering with the addition 
of these subjects could be established at 
the universities so that a young man on 
qualifying could add BSc(Design) after his 
name, signifying that he was a fully 
qualified engineer specialising on design. 

It would certainly raise the whole status 
of industrial design as a profession and 
would make industrialists more aware 
of its importance. 


Effective Leadership 


Mr. E. A. ENTWISLE, the London 
director of Wall Paper Manufacturers, 
Ltd., spoke about the implications for 
management in the wallpaper industry 
and said: 

During the last few years, the standard 
of design in the wallpaper industry has 
improved noticeably, and as a result has 
created renewed interest in this old- 
established and popular medium of 
decorative art. 

It has always seemed to me that effec- 
tive leadership in such matters as design 
trends should be a personal thing for 
those whose hearts and minds are in this 
work. To be in complete command of 
the situation there must be close contact 
with the designers and leading people and 
organisations concerned with design: art 
training must be considered and time 
spent in keeping up to date by travel, dis- 
cussion and reading. I should like to see 
in industry young men and women with 
qualifications for design leadership and, 
above all, a latent business ability which 
could, perhaps, be developed to enable 
them to take a more prominent place in 
management. There is room for closer 
co-operation between the artist and the 
commercial expert. 

An industry with a bold, intelligent 
design policy, striving always towards 
what it believes to be new and stimulat- 
ing, and avoiding the vulgar clichés of 
derivative design, can make a forceful 
impact and create steady sales, not only 
at home where more people than ever 
before are conditioned to an intelligent 
interest and acceptance of. good design, 
but abroad where it is increasingly im- 
portant that British design be held in high 
esteem. 


‘Cross Fertilisation of Ideas’ 


Mr. ATHONY HEAL, chairman and 
managing director of Heal and Son, Ltd., 
spoke on the implications of design in 
his firm, and said: 

All organisations are a reflection of the 
men who run them—their ethics, effici- 
ency, imagination, progressiveness and - 
standards of design and quality. In a 
small business design management can be 
personal, direct, informal, continuous, 
and all-embracing. My own experience is 
of a relatively small concern—a fairly 
old-established retail furnishing business 


which, during the last 60 years, has gradu- 
ally grown in size. 


We believe in the cross-fertilisation of 
ideas. Designers explain their aims to our 
sales staff at a pre-view of our annual 
exhibition. After six or nine months our 
sales staff pass back to our designers the 
public’s reactions. At this meeting, sales 
figures of the new models are available, 
and we attempt to arrive at the reasons 
for success or failure and to suggest new 
lines of development. We do not submit 
new designs to our sales staff before they 
are produced, nor invite their opinions 
on them until they have been offered to 
the public for quite a period. 


Co-operations 


Mr. Cyrit CarTER, the chairman of 
Carter and Co., Ltd., spoke on the impli- 
cations of design for two businesses, 
dealing with fine earthenware and tile- 
making, and said: 


My experience comes from association 
with two companies, each having a dis- 
tinct design problem. The one business 
makes fine earthenware, tablewares and 
decorative pieces, the other and larger 
makes a variety of glazed tiles for wall 
tiling and others for fireplaces. 


With the second and larger business 
the most successful work has been done 
by co-operations, between the maker and 
his designer and the architect. Who is to 
represent the manufacturer in this con- 
sultation? In most cases ‘ representa- 
tives’ take instructions and cc nvey to 
the design room the kind of thing that is 
wanted. For more important work the 
director of design will himself see the 
architect. ° 


It is the management’s duty to make 
available to the public design of the high- 
est possible order. Though I say and 
mean this, it must not be forgotten that 
there are horrible temptations in the path 
of many who have the most: impeccable 
intentions. In the end I believe the things 
that are best designed will sell best, but 
there is such a thing as giving the public 
what it wants and if what it wants hap- 
pens to be profitable it needs courage to 
turn it down as a matter of principle. 
However, the improvement in industrial 
design over the last 30 years has been so 
marked that this sort of dilemma should 
be becoming more and more infrequent. 


Case Histories 


Mr. Vitrorio NEccHi, chairman of 
Vittoria Necchi, SpA (Italy), wrote about 
the ‘ Supernova’ automatic sewing mach- 
ine, and in his address which was de- 
livered by PROFESSOR PIETRO SILLANO, the 
manager of the Applied Research 
Department of the firm, said: 

In my company the main features and 
performance of a new model are defined 
at high level discussions. For the ‘ Super- 
nova’ automatic sewing machine the 
main aims were (a) a pleasant-looking and 
easy to operate sewing machine, (b) the 
stability of an ordinary cast iron frame 
machine but the weight of a portable, (c) 
a device for automatic embroidery, 
buttonholes, monograms, darning, etc., 
and (d) the minimum changes to the 
mechanism of existing models. 

Our design department has several 
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groups each designing and constructing 
different mechanism for testing in the 
sewing laboratory. 

When a model or a small serie: of 
models has been developed, high !ave| 
talks are resumed by top management, 
The service department makes consumer 
tests. The model is re-checked with the 
tools design departments. Simultaneously, 
methods of production and quality <on- 
trol are planned, and the sales dey-art- 
ments outline a flexible production s<he- 
dule, based on market research. 

To shape and launch a new modc! is 
an extremely complex process, which re- 
quires teamwork in which the de.ign 
department manager has a leading posi- 
tion. 


WORKERS’ HOUSING 


European Trade Unions to 
Assist 


A PROGRAMME of international co- 

operation to encourage the buildin» of 
workers’ houses in OEEC countries has been 
drawn up at a meeting held at the Cha:eau 
de la Muette on September 11 and 12. Dele- 
gates of the European Regional Organisaiion 
(ERO), of the International Confederaiion 
of Free Trade Unions and housing experts 
from national free trade unions took part 
in this meeting, at which the European Pro- 
ductivity Agency was represented. 

The programme, which provides among 
other things for the creation of trade union 
building co-operatives, will be carried out 
in three stages: First, the free trade unions 
of each participating country will draw up 
general reports on the situation with regard 
to workers’ housing. On the basis of these 
reports, trade unionists from countries which 
are not so advanced in this respect will visit 
countries which have developed workers’ 


~ housing schemes on a fairly wide scale, in 


order to determine what help they could 
obtain. 

In the second stage, teams of trade 
unionists, technicians in building and hous- 
ing co-operatives will visit these less 
advanced countries; they will study, with the 
local trade unions, ways and means of 
developing workers’ housing schemes and 
building co-operatives. 

Before entering on the third stage, EPA 
will arrange a seminar to study the possi- 
bility of launching pilot projects for co- 
operative building and to consider the appli- 
cation of productivity techniques, c.g. 
modular co-ordination, in these pilot pro- 
jects. Following this seminar, the services 
of technicians will be made available. 


Financial Assistance 


On the financial side, the Housing Com- 
mittee of the European Regional Organisa- 
tion of the Free Trade Unions hopes to be 
able- to contribute financially towards the 


implementation of the first pilot projects. 


From the information at present availa>le, 
the Committee considers that financial 
assistance of about $41,200,000 might be 
granted by the trade union organisations. 
The trade unions consider that it sho:ld 
be possible to obtain from the governments 
of the countries concerned in these projects 
low-interest loans to cover the remainder of 
the cost. The tenants of these workers’ 
houses would pay rents according to meais.

Fire Test 

A STANDARD Fire Resistance Test was 
*" recently made by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and the 
Fire Offices Committee in conjunction with 
the Joint Fire Research Organization on an 
lin. cavity wall constructed of 4tin. plas- 
tered clinker blocks manufactured by Obo 
Construction Co., Ltd., of Ivy Bridge, Lon- 
don-road, Twickenham. Apart from the fact 
that the blocks used stood up to the require- 
ments of B.S.S.. 476/53, certain qualities 
might be worth mentioning: (1) Obo blocks 
stood up to a four hour full test during 
wnich time the temperature on the un- 
-exposed face of wall never rose above 
6'°C. (2) Distortion of the wall never 
developed more than 4in. and by the end 
o: the test period the deflection was only 
in. (3) During the period of the test a load 
was imposed upon the wall of 8 tons 10 
cwts. and this was successfully re-applied 
after 48 hours. The load was then increased 
until failure occurred at a load of more 
than 45 tons.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Wage Regradings 
HE National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry announce regradings 
for certain districts to take effect from 
October 1. They will appear in our Wages 
feature for September 28. 


USAF School 


A new school for the USAF base at 
Alconbury, Northants, was recently com- 
pleted by Robert Marriott, Ltd., within five 
months of the starting date. The school will 
take 205 children, and has eight class- 
rooms, a teachers’ lounge, a library and a 
tiled kitchen, and cost £65,000 to build. 


Visit to Bridges 

On Wednesday, September 12, members 
of the’ Prestressed Concrete Development 
Group visited two new prestressed concrete 
bridges at present being constructed over 
the River Trent. The bridges were the 
Clifton Bridge at Nottingham and Cavendish 
Bridge, near Shardlow, on the Derbyshire- 
Leicestershire border. 


Caravans tg Go 


Sheffield Town and Country Planning 
Committee has decided to remove caravans 
used as dwellings on land in a number of 
places in the city. The Town Olerk has 
been authorised to serve enforcement notices 
on the occupants of 15 two-wheel trailer- 
type caravans and of one ex-Royal Air Force 
trailer. - 


Mining Subsidence 

Whitley Bay UDC is opposing plans by 
William Leech, Ltd., builders and contrac- 
tors, Clayton-street, Newcastle-on-Tyne, to 
erect private houses on 95 acres of land 
near Murton Village, on the ground that 
the land is affected by mining subsidence. 


Clean Air Act Booklet 


The Clean Air Act, which went on to the 
Statute Book on July 4, is a comprehensive 
measure of 37 sections and four schedules. 
The National Smoke Abatement Society has 
just published a summary of the Act, in a 
12-page booklet which describes and 
explains the Act in a handy form for 
general reference. It is available from the 
Society at Palace Chambers, Bridge-street, 
London, SW1, at 6d. a copy. 


Britain at World Trade Fair 


British industry will be well represented 
at next year’s World Trade Fair in New 
York. China, textiles, cutlery, furniture, 
sports equipment and office equipment are 
among some of the goods that will be 
shown. The United Kingdom Government 
will be represented with a large information 
stand. So far more than 30 countries have 
booked space at the fair. 


Single Storey Buildings 


The Cement and Concrete Association, 52, 
Grosvenor-gardens, SW1, has produced a 
booklet entitled ‘Single Storey Industrial 
Buildings.’ It is amply illustrated with 
Photographs and drawings and shows the 
use of structural concrete used in various 
kinds of buildings for different kinds of 
industries throughout the country. 





Steel Production Rise 


Up to the end of August the steel industry 
this year produced 13,610,000 tons of crude 
steel as against 13,030,000 in the same 
period of 1955. Deliveries of light sections, 
bars and light rods totalled 57,400 tons 
weekly average from January to July as 
against 50,400 tons in the same period last 
year. Deliveries of ferro-concrete bars and 
rods totalled 7,800 tons weekly average from 
January to July as against 6,800 tons in the 
same period of last year. 


Site Conditions Criticised 

Builders were criticised for not improving 
conditions for their workmen by Mr. 
A. S. Northover, Kidderminster Rural 
Council’s Surveyor, at a meeting of the 
council on September 11. Referring to a 
building site in the district, he said: ‘ They 
work in the same conditions to-day as 100 
years ago. There is no shelter on the site 
for the men. I should have thought it 
was not beyond the builders to think up 
something to improve conditions.’ 


Work Study Conference 


The Society of Industrial Engineers and 
the Work Study Society are to sponsor a 
Conference, to be held at the Esplanade 
Hotel, Porthcawl, from October 26 to 27. 
The title is ‘Work Study and Industrial 
Engineering in the Small and Medium-Sized 
Organisation.” The purpose is to show the 
smaller firms how they may improve their 
efficiency without heavy capital expenditure, 
through the application of industrial engi- 
neering techniques, Particulars and applica- 
tion forms may be obtained from: The 
Conference Secretary, 15, Alder-avenue, 
Ystradgynlais, Swansea Valley, South Wales. 


Contractors’ Handbook 


The Contractors’ Plant Association is to 
publish this month a handbook. It will 
contain in one volume a great deal of useful 
information relating to the hiring and opera- 
tion of contractors’ plant. In addition to the 
names and addresses of the members of the 
Association (both alphabetically and under 
counties), it will include the schedule of 
recommended rates of hire, the general 
terms and conditions for the hiring of plant 
and other details of use to contractors. The 
price of the handbook is 12s. 6d., and it can 
be obtained from Contractors’ Plant Asso- 
ciation at Hanover House, 73/78, ° High 
Holborn, London, WC1. 


Handling Materials 

‘The United States is not ahead of us in 
materials handling methods,’ states Mr. 
J. R. Sharp, chairman of the Institute of 
Materials Handling, summing up on his 


recent ten-week tour of the US and 
Canada. ‘Unfortunately though, there is 
definitely a preponderance of modern 


machines in use over there, compared with 
this country, but I saw no methods un- 
familiar to British industry. 

‘The difference is in the attitude to these 
modern methods, and the positive demand 
by workers for more machines to make 
work lighter,’ concludes Mr. Sharp. ‘ When 
British management and workers realise 
that real prosperity can only come with 
more effective use of man and his brains, 
as against simple man-power, we shall catch 
up in the international trade contest, and 
win.’ 


OVERSEAS BUILDING 





From Our Own Correspondents 


BAHAMAS.—A scheme is being con- 
sidered by the Government for developing 
an area around Lyford Cay, New Providence, 
into a resort centre similar to Coral Harbour’ 
(reported in The Builder of May 11). A 
company headed by Mr. E. P. Taylor, of 
Toronto, Canada, and known as Lyford Cay 
Development Co., Ltd., has been set up 
for this purpose and is seeking concessions 
from the Government. It is planned to 
build an hotel containing 50 bedrooms 
(room to expand to 150), a golf residential 
clubhouse, and a yacht basin and club. 


BRITISH HONDURAS.—There is a good 
demand for building materials for the con- 
struction of Corozal—almost destroyed in 
last year’s hurricane. Contracts are being 
placed for the rebuilding of the hospital 
and Government offices.... Ned Davis 
Associates, an American concern, have 
opened an office in Belize recently, and this 
company have begun exploring with the 
idea of starting up a pulp wood and paper 
mill in the Colony. 


INDIA.—In winding-up a debate on 
national highways in the Indian Parliament 
the deputy Minister for Transport, Mr. 
Alagesan, said that Government were 
investigating the possibility of constructing 
a bridge across the Brahmaputra River in 
Assam, or a tunnel underneath it. He said 
that, under the first Five-Year Plan, 30 out 
of 72 major bridges had been completed and 
work on the remainder was in progress. 
Sixty more bridges would be built over the 
next five years. 


IRAQ.—The following are among current 
tenders issued: Hot-water installation for 
students’ hostel; completion of construction 
of new Houses of Parliament; civil] engineer- 
ing works for Bagdad Power Station... . 
The following schemes will go into con- 
struction shortly, authorised by the Public 
Works Department: the Western Bagdad 
housing scheme, comprising 1,250 houses; 
the Mosul Textile Factory housing scheme, 
comprising 818 houses; and the Surchinar 
Cement Factory housing scheme, which 
comprises 400 houses.... A call for 
tender is expected shortly for steel-cored 
aluminium transmission cables for a power 
network to be connected to the Dibis elec- 
trical project. 

A call for tender for a further 2,400 houses 
in Western Bagdad is expected in about 
two months’ time.... It is reported that 
the Iraqi Minister of Education will invite 
bids from consultants for the design of the 
new Bagdad University.... The call for 
tenders by the Iraqi Grain Board for a 
new grain silo at Basra has been delayed 
pending further soil investigations on site. 
These investigations are expected to be 
completed in two months’ time.... The 
Director-General of Posts, Telegraphs and 
Telephones has stated that a new telephone 
exchange will be built soon in Bagdad. Two 
other exchanges are to be enlarged. 


ISRAEL.—The chairman of the Israel 
Atomic Energy Commission has announced 
that Israei will shortly sign an agreement 
for the construction of a nuclear research 
reactor in Israel.... An aluminium ex- 
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trusion mill is to be built at Kfar ‘Saba. 
It will cover 6,000 sq. metres and will pro- 
duce 5,000 tons per annum. A new 
aluminium tube factory with a capacity of 
40m. tubes per annum is reported to be 
in the planning stage. The company behind 
the projects is known as Alber Aluminium. 
The Amcor Company is to erect a 
factory in Safad for the production of 
electric refrigerators and motor-car parts. 


JAMAICA.—A Bill passed in the last 
session of the House of Representatives 
authorises the raising of a new loan of 
£10m. for development. Expenditure is as 
follows: general development (airport de- 
velopment, drainage works and port and 
harbour development), £3m.; housing, 
£500,000; and a reloan to Kingston and 
St. Andrew’s Corporations for municipal 
works, £14m. 


LEBANON.—No solution has yet been 
found to the problem of financing the 
building of the third basin of the port of 
Beirut, and negotiations between the con- 
cessionary company and the Government 
continue.... The US Government has 
made a grant of $3,200,000 to Lebanon for 
road construction. The Lebanese Govern- 
ment has undertaken to _ contribute 
£Leb.9,600,000. The work envisages the 
rebuilding of the Beirut-Damascus ‘road, in 
the first instance to the top of the pass in 
the Lebanese mountains. 

The US Government has made a further 
grant to Lebanon of $470,000 for the de- 
velopment of Beirut International Airport. 
The Lebanese Government has agreed to 
contribute an equivalent amount in Lebanese 
pounds. The meney will be spent on 
lengthening the runways and improving the 
communications, lighting, meteorological 
and security services at the port. ... The 
Chamber of Deputies has voted a credit of 
£Leb.§im. for a new radio station... . 
Société des Usines de Fer S.A.L. has been 
authorised to establish a works for the 
extraction and treatment of crude iron and 
the treatment of scrap iron. Temporary 
address is: c/o Mr. Boutros Selim Khoury, 
Rue de |’Uruguay, Beirut. 


NEW ZEALAND.—Work has begun on 
the new £5m. port to be built in the middle 
of Bluff Harbour, South Island, New 
Zealand. It will take the form of a 110-acre 
reclaimed island of goods sheds and refriger- 
ated stores fringed with wharves. Plans 
envisage the construction of an island con- 
nected to the shore by road and rail bridges 
and giving accommodation for eight ships, 
in an area westwards of the present wharves. 
The island will have a complete railway 
layout, including marshalling yards and 
independent service to all berths. A fore- 
shore reclamation of 48 acres was planned 
for, with a slipway for small vessels. 


PERU.—Three new irrigation projects 
were announced some weeks ago: a project 
for the utilisation of the River Vitor, near 
Arequipa; a project requiring the construc- 
tion of a dam on a Jake near Chincha, 
south of Lima; and a project in the valley 
of Canete, also south of Lima.... The 
Empresa Petrolera Fiscal, the State-owned 
refining company, is to set up eight more 
refineries along the River Ucayali and in 
Iquitos. At present the company has one 
refinery in Iquitos. A new factory for the 
manufacture of nylon clothing is to be set 


up in Lima by D. J. Mufarech and Co., 
of Lima. 

The Corporacion Le Tourneau del Peru 
has been granted definite title to 60,000 
hectares of the extensive concession granted 
to it for colonisation in the forest region 
of Eastern Peru. This title has been granted 
in consideration of public works carried out 
by the company. It is at present building 
a road linking the River Pachitea with the 
Central Highway. Other building plans are 
now under consideration. In view of the 
recent grant these plans should be extensive. 
... A new port is to be constructed at 
Lomas in the South for the shipment of 
ore from the recently opened iron mines 
in Acari owned by the Panamerican Com- 
modities Company, of Avenida Grau 100 
Lima. The contract for its construction has 
not yet been allocated, but the preliminary 
studies are being made by a United States 
firm of contractors. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—The Johannesburg 
City Council has accepted a loan of £3m. 
offered by seven mining houses in the Union 
to be used for clearing Bantu slums of 
Johannesburg. The notorious Shantytown 
and Moroka are to go, and many 
Bantu families living in squatters’ shacks 
round the township of Pimville are to be 
rehoused. Over a period of five years, 15,000 
houses will be built, in addition to those 
already being built by the City Council. 


SWEDEN.—The Grangesberg Company ~ 


is planning to establish a steelworks adjacent 
to the Oxelosund ironworks, which it 
recently acquired. It is probable that the 
new plant will be devoted mainly to the 
production of shipbuilding materials. Con- 
struction is estimated to cost about £14m.

DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


Leading Targets 


N the ‘ Brazilian Bulletin,’ June-July-issue, 
details are given of the massive develop- 
ment programme recently inaugurated by 
the President, Juscelino Kubitschek, and the 
measures being taken to bring it to fruition. 
The ‘National Development Plan’ covers 
the period from 1956 to 1960 subject to 
revisions through the current year. The 35 
leading targets are as follows: 


Power 


(1) Installed electric capacity is to be 
raised from 3 million kW to 5 million kW 
by 1960, and in that year the initial stages 
will also have been completed for a further 
rise to 8 million kW by 1965; 

(2) Installation of a pioneer atomic power 
plant of 10,000 kW and incentives for the 
free prospecting, mining and industrialisa- 
tion of thorium and uranium; 

(3) Production of 2.5 million tons of coal 
per annum (approximately 1.2 miHion at 
present); 

(4) Coneentration of efforts and resources 
in reducing-progressively the participation 
of imported petroleum in home consump- 
tion; 

(5) Expansion of petroleum refining 
capacity to 200,000 barrels daily (some 
70,000 barrels at present), with a correspond- 
ing expansion of petro-chemical industries; 

(6) Industrial afforestation reaching by 
1960 an annual minimum planting of 60 
million trees; 


Transport and Communications 


(7) Construction of 1,500 km. of new rail- 
way line, of which two-thirds will be new 
track and one-third new extensions; 

(3) Re-equipment of railways according 
to plans already laid out by the Joint Brazil- 
US Economic Development Commission 
and the National Bank for Economic 
Development; 

(9) Substitution of 1,000 km. of obsolete 
branch lines by highways; 

(10) Building of 10,000 km. of new high- 
ways, including improvement of 1,900 km. 
of existing roads bringing them up to ‘ Class 
A’ highways. 

(11) The paving of 3,000 km. of ‘ Class A’ 
highways; 

(12) Re-equipment and development of 
wa and river ports (targets still being worked 
out); 

(13) Expansion of the merchant fleet 
(coastwise, transatlantic and tanker) by 
400.000 deadweight tons; 

(14) Re-equipment and expansion of the 
Federal Air Transport System (targets still 
being worked out);

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Plan for the Festival 


GROUP of Edinburgh architects have 

launched a plan to house the Edin- 
burgh Festival of Music and Drama. Their 
scheme jis centred largely around the 
Lothian-road Usher Hall, and would mean 
elimination of much of the existing goods 
yard in the adjoining rail sidings, the con- 
struction of a Festival opera house, the 
erection of offices, shops, restaurants and 
other facilities which would provide a com- 
plete Festival centre. Work is being done 
on the proposal which is expected to be a 
feature at the 1957 centenary celebration of 
the Edinburgh Architectural Association; a 
large scale model will be made available 
for public comment. 

One major advantage of the proposal is 
the site which has been visualised for the 
new opera house. It would be located 
alongside the existing Usher Hall, and 
would face on to the magnificent vista of 
the Castle Rock and Princes-street, with all 
the advantages of park scenery. The rail- 
way area on the other side of Lothian-road 
is visualised as a permanent two-level shop- 
ping centre related to the Festival needs, 
but also operating throughout the year. No 
indications have yet been given as to the 
cost of the proposed development or the 
source of the finance, which would be con- 
siderable. 


Engineering Staff Scarcity 

MUNICIPAL AUTHORITIES in Scotland are 
facing intensified scarcities of qualified tech- 
nical men to staff their engineering depart- 
ments, and have stressed the dangers which 
are now developing as a result of this situa- 
tion. The problem affects all departments 
and all types of employees within the 
departments, although the more serious 
impact is the scarcity of qualified experi- 
enced engineers. A great deal of develop- 
ment work is meantime delayed or suspended 
because of lack of qualified staff to handle 
the work.

All provide for new shops and offices, two 
include a hotel, and another a_ possible 
restaurant. The committee recommended 
all three should be approved in principle.
